CHILE DOES NOT ANSWER 


THE PRESIDENT SEESiNO INTEN- 
TION TO MAKE REPARATION. 


WAVAL PREPARATIONS TO.ENFORCE OUR 
DEMAND ARE THEREFORE BEING 
PUSHED—THE CONVERSION OF MER- 
CHANT VESSELS INTO AUXILIARIES. 

\ WASHINGTOX, Jan. 11.—A more detailed state- 

iment is made to-day of the extraordinary inter- 

view rumored in this city yesterday as having 
taken place between the President and Mr. 

Montt. It is now said that, in plain disregard of 

that beautiful harmony that is said to exist be- 

tween the President and his Sbcretary of State, 


‘the President brought about an interview, not 


between himself and the Chilean Minister, but 
between Minister Montt and Assistant Secretary 


‘Wharton, the resalt of whioh was reported, not 


to Mr. Blaine, who is the superior officer of Mr. 
Wharton, but to the President, who is the 


superior officer of both. 

It is evident that the President was deter- 
mined that the report should come to him free 
from the color which Mr. Blaine might see fit to 
impart to it, and so asked Mr. Wharton to save 
Mr. Blaine the trouble when he was ia bad 
health and anxious to be relieved from over- 
swvork. The result of the conversation was as 
reported. The Chilean * Minister declared that 
he had received no intimation of the purpose of 
Chile to grant the demands made bs the Presi- 
dent following the attack on the Baltimore's 


men. 

In the Navy Department the Chilean situation 
is regarded as more serious than at any time 
since the attack on the crew of the Baltimore. 
Fhe discrepancies between the report of the 
Chilean Procurator Fiscal on the riot and the 
testimony being taken by Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral Remey are so glaring that the conclusion 
peeme to be unavoidable that the Chilean secret 
tribunal willfully misrepresented the facts. 
The President and Secretafy Tracy are 60 firmly 
convinced that the attack on the sailors was 
premeditated and that Chile does not mean to 
make adequate reparation that the naval prep- 
arations are being carried on with renewed 


vigor. 

There is special activity in the preparation of 
plans for the conversion of merchautinen into 
puxiliary cruisers. Detailed plans of all the de- 
sirable vessels in both the Atlantic and Pacitic 
have been secured, and working drawings and 
specifications are being prepared for use in con- 
verting the ships into vessels of war. The bat- 
tery arrangement is being decided upon foreach 
ship, and wherever necessary the decks will 
be strengthened to withstand the shock of the 
discharge of the guns. For blockading pur- 
poses, such vessels, supported by a certain pro-

effective. None of these vessels oan be acquired 
until authority is obtained from Congress for 
their purchase, but, with ali their plans pre- 
pared, comparatively little time will be required 
to fit them for seu. 

For some time the men in the projectile shop

SHIELDS’S BRUTAL TREATMENT. 


A SAILOR WHOM THE CHILEAN POLICE- 
MEN TERRIBLY ABUSED. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The Post to-morrow 
will publish a synopsis of the testimony 
given &t San Francisco of the inquiry into 
the case of Patrick Shiélis/""a” fireman, 
on the ship Keweenaw, who was arrested in 
Valparaiso and brutally maltreated. The in- 
guiry was made by United States District At 
torney Garter under the direction of Attorney 


General Miller. 

Shields, who is now thirty years of age, is a 
native of Ireland) He came to this country 
when fourteen years old, and has therefore been 
a resident of the United States for sixteen years. 
Be never obtained naturalization papers. 
Shields testified that he shipped on board the 
Keweenaw at Brooklyn, N. Y., and reached 
Valparaiso Sept. 28. He was given liberty and 
‘went on shore. After leaving a barber's 
shop, and while perfectly sober, he was 

‘ gecosted by two policemen for money and, 
notcomplying with their demand, the officers, 
Who Were Jn unliorm, marched him a quarter of 
a@ mile to the jail, where they locked bim up. He 
remained a prisoner until morning, when he 
was told to go. ‘ 

In afew hours he was again arrested by a 

liceman, carried to the jail, and kept a pris- 
oner until Monday morning. He was in custody 
nine days, being severely beaten and forced to 
work, sweeping the strects,-griuding corn, and 
cleaning horses. He was again released. and 
‘again arrested, not the slightest charge 
‘being made against him. ‘The policeman 
drove hiw into the prison yard, where, Shields 
says, he was subjected to the most inhuman 
treatment, being rendered unconscious by the 
blows given him. When he recovered, vlood 
was ruuning from his nose and ears. Finyglly he 
was released. His body was inapitiable state. 
On Tuesday be found the United states Consul, 
who sent him on board his snip and had the sur- 
geon of the Baltimore dress his wounds. 
Andrew McKinsley, an Irishman, who for 
the past ten years has been a residentof Pat- 
erson, N. J., was with Shields just before the 
latter was arrested. McKinsley was also ar- 
rested a few minutes after Snields. While in 
prison he saw Shields knocked down twice by a 
Chilean officer. Shields was biceding from the 
mouth and nose. McKinsley was also assaulted 
while being arrested, but finally made his es- 


eape. 

Capt. William H. Jenkins of Bcston, the 
commander of the Keweenaw, testified to 
Shields’s pitiable condition when he returned. 
Other witnesses from the ship gave testimony 

’ gs to the fearful effect of Shieids’s injuries and 
spoke of the ill feeling in Valparaiso against 
Americans. 


DISPOSED TO BE FAIR. 

Julio M. Foster of Santiago, Chile, accompa- 
nied by his son, was at the Victoria Hotel yes- 
terday. Mr. Foster said to a Times reporter 
that he believes Chile was disposed to pursue a 
perfectly fair and straightforward course in the 
matier of the assault on the American sailors. 
Indictments had been found, according to the 
reports, against tkree or four Chileans and one 
American because of the part they had taken in 
the affair. It was notto be expected, Mr. Fos- 
ter said; that Chile could make any reparation 


or take any steps of the kind taiked of so vio- 
lentiy in some newspapers until the courts had 
acted on the cases. ‘he proceedings would be 
taken under due course of law, and Chile was 
disposed to be perfectly fair in the settlement 
of the case after the courts had made a de- 
cision. 

Mr. Foster said he did not think there was any 
idea in Chile of any war with the United States, 
and they were not, he believed, making any 
preparations for such an emergency.

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MISSISSIPPI “ REGULATORS.” 


—_—————_—— 
-A SHAMEFUL CONDITION OF AFFAIRS IN 
LEAKE COUNTY. 


Jackson, Miss., Jan. 11.—The “regulators” 
‘In Leake County, as they Wyle themselves, con- 
tinue to set the law at defiance, and to whip and 
run negroes out of the county. Many negroes 
have been whipped and driven off, and others 
have received warning that unless they soon 
leave similar punishment is awaiting them. 
This deplorable condition of affairs has existed 
for some time. It seems to have spread from 
the adjoining eastern counties, and has as- 
sumed alarming proportions. So bold have the 
“regulators” become that they have issued 
threatening notices to white men, warning them 


that, unless they leave the county, they will be 
taken out and whip nearly to death. 

A party from Leake was to-day interviewed, 
and gave the names of the following whites who 
have received such notice: The Rev. Mr. Willis, 
a Primitive Baptist preacher; L. L. Powell, Mr. 
Smith,and John Anderson. All these parties 
live in the vicinity of Edinburg, and their of- 
fenseis that they have had the courage openly to 
denounce the high-handed methods of the ** reg- 
ulators.” Were the night riders in New-York 
City or Chicago, they would be called 
the worst type of Communists.* They claim 
that they have tried the Grange and Alliance, 
and, neither having given them the relief 
needed, they propose now to take the law in 
their own hands and put everything on an 
equality and have something like a common dl- 
vision of the property the more thrifty neigh- 
bors have accumulated. It is said that 
they boast that if necessary to sccom- 
plish this and secure lands free, they 
will next apply the torch. The land owners 
aud the negroes, and those who sympathize 
with them, are all objects of their wrath. They 
atgue that when the negroes are a)l driven from 
the county the land owners will be completely 
at their mercy, for without the negro the land 
will be practically valueless. 

Tom Car,a negro, has been visited by the 
“regulatore”’ and flogged within an inch of his 
life. He is still at his home, however, and says 
he has no intention of leaving. All the better 
citizens of the county deprecate this condition of 
things, but seem afraid to take any active steps 
toward stopping # for fear they will be treated 
in the same summary manner. The Grand 
Jury of the county has not met since the “reg- 
ulators ’ commenced operations. When it does 
meet, strong efforts will be made to put a stop 
to their work and severely to punish them.

MORRIS IS WAITING.

JUDGE 


WHY HE DOES NOT FIGHT FOR GIS 
RIGHTS IN THE COURTS. 


NEW-HAVEN, Jan. 11.—Judge Morris and his 
counsel have taken no action yet, in conform- 
ity with the suggestion of the Supreme Court, 
to test the title to the Governorship in the Su- 
perior Court. To move now in the matter in 
the way suggested by the court would be to an- 
tagonize the Democratic legislative policy, 
which is also based on the Judges’ opinion. 

According to the Supreme Court decision, a 
path through the Superior Court is only open 
to Judge Morris when the road through the 
General Assembly is closed. But the Democrats 
at Dartford say that the legislative road 
is open, and the Domocratic Senate 
has just asked the Republican House 
to follow it and to declare the election of 
Jobn J. Phelan as State Secretary. Further, if 
the Republivan House should consent, the 
declaration of Phelan’s election would be proof, 
until questioned in court, that the General As- 
sembly could stillact. For these reasons Judge 
Morris is debarred at present from proceeding 
further in the courts. 

But this obstacle is not likely to remain long 
in the way. ‘There is little probability that the 
House will declare the election of Phelan. 
Good Republican arguments agatnstsuch action 
are that the Legislature cannot now act, and, if 
it could, that the declaration of Phelan’s 
election should logically be followed by 
declarations of election As to the 
other Democratic candidates. A stronger argu- 
ment with Republican leaders is that to put 
Phelan in office would be to give the Democrats 
two of the three members of the State Board of 
Canvassers. Gov. Bulkeley and the Kepublican 
leaders who “tratm—with i 
upon to avert that result at all hazards. The 
outlook, therefore, is for an early sine die ad- 
journment, when Judge Morris will be at liberty 
to again start the slow tnachinery of the courts. 





THE SMALLPOX IN TRENTON. 


MEASURES TAKEN BY THE BOARD .OF 
HEALTH TO EXTEND VACCINATION. 
TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 11.—The Board of Health 

of Trenton met this afternoon and the smallpox 
epidemio was given consideration. The Health 
Officer reported that the total number of small- 
pox patients in Trenton up to date was 
seventy-two and the deaths twelve. Roeb- 
ling’s Sons, wire manufacturers, have purchased 
vaccine points, and have ordered their 1,500 
employes to be vaccinated on penalty of dis- 
missal. The Board of Health urges all other 
manufacturers to do likewise. The city has 
also ordered a large number of points, and will 
seo that all atilicted families are vaccinated. 

A case was brought to the notice of the board 
where a physician attended a case of smalipox 
which he diagnosed as the grip. He lefta 
couple of bottles of medicine and never called 
again. When the authorities investigated they 
found three in the family down with the 
disease. 

The third death in the family of John Lengen- 
felder occurred to-day. These three deaths 
took place within four days. His daughter 
Lena, who died last Wednesday, was to have 
been married this week. There are two others 
in the family down with the disease. 

Assistant Health Inspector Tindall states that 
the time has now arrived when decisive steps 
must be taken, and that every person in the 
city should be vaccinated. A prominent physi- 
cian asserts ‘‘ that the smallpox has been trifled 
with in Trenton. A large hospital should be 
erected at once.”

BAYONNE’S CHURCH TROUBLE. 


THE CURTAIN REPLACED ‘OVER THE

Bayonne, N. J., Jan. 11.—The Trustees of the 
First Presbyterian Church of Bayonne have as- 
serted their authority despite the deflance of 
Henry C. Ward, who is held responsible for the 
serious rebellion of members. The Trustees 
had acurtain putup overthe Ward memorial 
and two other windows. This was done to 
oblige members of the congregation, who were 
apnoyed at Sunday morning services by the 
rays of the sun penetrating these “windows. 
About one month ago, after Sunday morning 
services, Mr. Ward considered the memory of 
bis deceased father had received an insult, and 
he promptly tore down the curtain over tie 
meworial window. i 
. The Trustees gave Mr. Ward four weeks to re- 
place the curtain, but he refused to obey the 
order. The curtain has just been put up again 
by the Trustees, whose firm stand seems to be 
conerely approved. 

The Ward family have supporters among 
the congregation, and the end is not yet. The 
disaffection cannot wreck the church society, 
but it causes much embarrassment.

THE TROUBLES IN. MEXI€0. 


‘TROOPS MOVING BY FORCED 
MARCHES TO STRIKE ASCENSION. 


NO MEXICAN TROOPS ARE WANTED IN“ 
TEXAS—A LETTER FROM MONTEREY 
FULL OF FACTS ABOUT GARZA AND 
HIS GROWING REVOLUTION. 


DEMING, New-Mexico, Jan. 11.—Muoh excite 
ment still prevails here regarding the situation 
at Ascension. Col. Sanginez, Jefe Politico of the 
District of Braves, and his private secretary, 
Sefior Feria, arrived here from Juraz, and imme- 
diately left the city for Ascension. It is expect- 
ed that at Potomas, just across the border, they 
will be joined by armed customs guards. 

A detachment of 100 troops has been ordered 
across the country from the City of Chihhua- 
hua, and is moving by forced marches, 
and may be expected to strike Ascen- 
sion from the south on Wednesday. 
The presence of Col. Sanginez may have the 
effect of quieting the disturbance, which the 
Mexican officials insist is purely local in charac- 
ter and has no political significance. 

On the other hand, sympathizers here insist 


that Remijo, wno leads the insurgents, is not 
only a capable man, but a large owner of prop- 
erty, who cannot now afford to hesitate; that 
much discontent prevails, and that his original 
band of eighty men will be rapidly reinforced 
and swelled to the proportions of an army. 


EaGLe Pass, Texas, Jan. 11.—Reports from 
Torreon confirm the news that the authorities 


are on the look-out for trouble. Yesterday the 
rurals brought in eighteen suspicious charaoc- 
ters and ‘took them to Chihuahua, where they 
will be placed in the army. 

The suggestion of Minister Romero that Mexi- 
can troops be permitted to cross to this side in 
pursuit of Garza revolutionists would meet with 
a decided protest from the border inhabitants. 

the Mexican Government has a law which 
permits guards to shoot a prisoner who 
attempts to escape, and this has been 
observed down the river on the Mexi- 
ean side to such an extent that those 
who were thought to be in 2a, with 
Garza, to the number of 80 or 100, have fallen 
victims to their captors through the operation 
of eummary law. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 1J.—A private letter received 


from Monterey, Mexico, dated Jan. 3, says: 
“The Government is keeping the sharpest 
watch on telegrams and letters to and from 
the United States and even on the news: 
papers, to suppress all news about the Garza 
revolution, and though the Government pre- 
tends that the movement is of little account, 
and in some instances directed against the 
United States, yet it is well known that 
the movement has taken formidable propor- 
tions, and threatens to extend, for dissatisfac- 
tion reigns in many States, and hunger may 
drive the people to desperation. 

* L. Lareda Diaz, Mexican Consul at Laredo, 
has orders from the fort to doctor all reports 
passing through his hands and destined for the 
United States. The stories of Garza pub- 
lished so far in the United States are all 
wroug. He never was a soldier, nor a sewing- 
machine agent, nor a rowdy, nor did he ever 
live in this city, as variously stated in the United 
States. He has always been with a schoolmaster 
or journalist of considerable talent, and, though 
he may be defeated now by the combined efforts 
of the United States and Mexico, and though he 
may be killed, the revolution will not end. 
Small bands will harass the Government on all 
sides until the election, when another stronger 
effort will bo made, and then the Conservative 
or Clerical Party may take a band. 

The great question, where the money comes 
from for the Garza movement, is solved by the 
word *‘ preying”’; that is, they live off the land. 
Their arms are their own property, for every 
one residing on the frontier owns arms, ac- 
coutrements, and horses, and all hate the 
Central States. 

Though Garza is intelligent and brave he is 
not the real leader of the movement. The leader 
is one of the most prominent in the republic, 
and he is ably seconded by prominent mili- 
tary men and diplomats, who will never 
tire unless killed or triumphant. What aids, or 
rather will aid tho revolutionists, is the general 
depression which reigns, which makes 
itself felt more and more every day. 
The risons are full of. people driven to 
crime by distress, and President Diaz himself 
understands that the situation is critical. The 
police are very active in the search for the lead- 
ing conspirators, but are mecting with poor 
success. ‘, ; 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Jan. 11.—There have 
been no telegrams received at Military Depart- 


ment Headquarters here to-day concerning the 
movements of the United States troops on the 
border. Capt. George F. Chase, with his troops, 
is supposed to have safely reached Palito 
Blanco, but up to a late hour thia evening noth- 
ing had been heardtrom him. He is supplied 
witb twenty days’ rations, and will make a thor- 
ough scout of all the surrounding country. 

The weather to-day in all the sections where 
the troops are operating is very severe. A cold 
norther, accompanied by rain, has been blowing 
tor forty-eight hours, and there is much suffer- 
ing among the horses. 

There are various reports in circulation here 
to-nigut concerning the revolutionary situa- 
tion, one of which is to the effect 
that Fort Ringgold, which is commanded 
by Capt. Wiliiam B. Wheeler of the Third 
cavalry, had been attacked and captured by 
several hundred Garza men. Prompt inquiry 
was made of Gen. Stanley, who states that tho 
report is without any foundation whatever. 

There arrived here this evening Portierio P. 
Garcia, the General Manager of the business 
of ex-Gov. Celso Gonzales of Chihuahua, Mex- 
ico. Mr. Gonzales is owner of 4,600,000 acres 
of land in the States of Coahuila and Chihua- 
hua, and is one of the wealthiest citizens of 
Mexico. 

Mr. Garcia left Chihuahua three days ago, and 
he states that the people are contented and well 
satistied with the administration of Lauro Car- 
rillo, the present Governor of the State, and that 
there is not the slightest indication of a revolt 
or uprising. Garza is looked upon, he says, as o 
visionary man, whose wild undertaking will 
never result inany serious harm being done to 
Mexico. 

There has been another interesting written 
report just received by Col. J. Martin, Assist- 
aut Adjutaut General, here, from Capt. Francis 
H. Hardie of the Third Cavalry. It gives the 
details of his operations for several days past, 
without giving dates. He says: 

“ We started at 3 o’clockin the morning for 
the alleged camp of the band of revolutionists. 
We could not start sooner, because Capt. 
Brooks of the Texas Rangers had alrealy 
marched nearly fifty miles, and . his 
horses needed rest. Capt. John G. Bourke 
and Capt. J. O. Mackey of the Third 
Cavalry accompanied the command as volun- 
teers, and did excellent service. I picked up 
Troop A on my way to the rendezvous, and 
then proceeded to the éleven-mile ranch to 
wait for Sheriff Haynes of Zapeta County. He 
did not arrive until two hours later, which was 
fatal to a better termination of the affair. 

* Ats8 o'clock we started from the eleven- 
mile ranch with Troop G and _ Troop 
A, Third Cavalry, Lieuts. Beach and 
Short, and a range, company of thirteen 
men, commanded by Capt. Brooks. In addition 
to tbe above, there were with me Sheriff Haynes, 
Deputy Marshal Van Riper, Customs Inspector 
Jack Thatebey, our trailer; three Mexican 
spies, and Capts. Rourke and Mackey. 

“We struck the trail just before sundown, 
after having ridden about fifty-six miles through 
the dense chapparel. The trail was cutthrough 
the chapparel by the bandits with knives, St 
was just at dark, whon, strung out in 
the chapparel, that the Mexican bandits’ 
sentinels cried out: ** Quien viva!” and com- 
menaced tiring. The fire was returned by our 
people, and the officers hurried to get the men 
out in line as best they could. The bandits 
jumped and ran in a very few minutes. 

It was the opinion of the several officers that 
we could stay in that Foe for the night, then 
on us. We pulled ou®to the oe space and 
camped, determined to go into the camp of the 
Garza wen in the morning. I felt certain they 
would give us a good fight, since Garza himself 
was there. Wo must have almost penetrated 
theircamp. They appeared to be greatly ex- 
meee, shouting, giving orders, and rushing 
abou 

‘The next morning early ave formed a skirmish 
line in the open space, leaving our horses under 
guard, working our way through the brush, ex- 

vecting every moment to have tho ball opened. 

fhen we came upon their camp, which had 
been abandoned, it was surrounded by an im- 
menge hedge of chaparral. 

There were nO casualties on our side, and I 
know of none on theirs. We took up one of the 
trails leading out of the chaparral and were 
Jed near to the Colorado ranch, which we 
rounded up, and fo there a wound- 
ed bandit by the name of Juan 
Garza. I had the owner of the ranch, a very old 
man, taken to Fort Ringgold, where he can be 
used as a witness.” 

The Mexican Government continues to move 
troops to the Rio Grande frontier, two regi- 
ments having arrived from the interior within 
the past few days.

THE GRIP’S VIRULENCE ABROAD. 


"MANY DEATHS REPORTED—THE DISEASE 
SPREADING RAPIDLY. .

Lonpox, Jan. 11.—Influenza is widespread in 
Birmingham, and a number of the prominent 
residents of that place are prostrated. Joseph 
Chamberlain was to have presided@at a meeting 
in Birmingham to-day, but he was prevented 
by the illness of his brother Arthur, who is 
suffering from an attack of influenza, and 
whose condition is pronounced oritical by his 
physicians. Among the sufferers from the dis- 
ease is Father O'Sullivan, the noted Catholic 
clergyman. 

The Earl of Clarendon is ill with influenza. 

BERLIN, Jan. 11.—Herr Wermuth, the German 
Commissioner to the Columbian Exposition, 
who is ill with influenza, is in a critical condl- 
tion. 

The Munich Military Hospital is crowded 
with cases of influenza. 

DUBLIN, Jan. 11.—There are many serious 
cases of influenza in the eastern part of Cork 
County. The disease continues to gain in 
violence, and the doctors are unable to cope 
with it. The mortality is heavy. 

Nrack, N. Y., Jan. 11.—At Blauveltville,

THE SICK ROYAL DUKE. 


THE PRINCE OF WALES'S HEIR MAKES- 


GOOD PROGRESS. 


Loxpoy, Jan. 11.—A dispatoh from Sandring- 
ham, the residence of the Prince of Wales in 
Norfolkshire, states that the Duke of Clarence 
and Avondale, eldest son and heir of the Hei 
Apparent, whose illness from influenza and 
pneumonia has been announced, passed a good 
night. 

Dr. Laking, who was summoned from London 
to attend the Duke, is in constant attendance 
upon his patient. Dr. Laking said this after- 
noon that the Duke was much better. His tem- 
perature is lower, and according to the 
physician there is no cause for alarm. 
At11P. M. it was announced that the progress 
oftnpe Duke was satisfactory. The following 
telegram was received at Marlborough House 
from Sandringham to-night: “The illness of 
the Duke of Clarence pursues a somewhat se- 
vere course, but his condition and strength are 
favorable.” 

The Duke became ill after the funeral of 
Prince Victor of Hohenlohe. He went 
shooting on Wednesday, when the symp- 
toms of an ordinary cold increased in 
severity. He was much worse on Fri- 
day and was unable to attend the dinner given 
in honor of his birthday. Several other mem- 
bers of the household are also ill with influenza, 
including Admiral Stephenson, equerry to the 
Prince of Wales, and Sir Francis Knollys, his 
private secretary. 
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JUDGE LINDSAY’S SCRUPLES. 


WHY HE WILL NOT ACCEPT THE INTER- 
STATE COMMERCE COMMISSIONERSHIP. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Jan. 11.—Judyge William 
Lindgay, it is stated here by friends who know, 
positively will not accept the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commissionership tendered. him by the 
President. The Judge was appointed for the 
unexpired term of Gen. Bragg—three years— 
with almost a certainty of reappointment for 
seven years. The office was tendered him by 
the President without solicitation or recom- 
mendation; in fact, this is what has induced 
the Judge to decline it, some of his friends 
think. 

Judge |Lindsay was one of the strongest 
backers of Judge Steriing B. Tony of Louisville, 
who was an applicant for the place. Judge Lind- 
say now feels that he cannotin honor accept 
the office after having urged the appointment 
of Judge Tony. ‘There are not many men with 
such a delicate sense of honor that they would 
throw away $7,000 a year because they had in- 
dorsed the application of some one else. 

Judge Lindsay goes to Washington to see the 
President this week. He passed through the 
city to-night on his way to Eastern Kentucky.

The railways centring here have notified 
their empioyes that, under the law, railway 
companies are compelled to handle each other’s 
business, and the ce ge have notified the 
company that they will not haudle the Aransas 
Pass shipments of freight. 

THE YEMEN INSURRECTION. 

ADEN, Jan. 1.—It was announced some time 
ago that the Arab insurrection in Yemen had 
been quelled by the Turkish troops. It is now 
stated that the rebellion is renewed and that 
the insurgents are under the leadership of 
Ahmed Addin, a descendant of the former rulers 
of Yemen. 

The rebels are marching upon Sanaa, the cap- 
ital city of Yemen, and the Turkish forces are 
advancing to repel them. The sheiks who have 
been incited by the fanatios of their religious 
sect are, with their followers, rising every- 
where against Turkish authority. The tele- 
graph wires between Sanaa and Hodeidah have

BY A BROKEN RAIL FOUR CARS ARE” 


ROLLED OVER:‘AND OVER, AND THE 
INJURED ARE NUMBERED BY THE 
DOZEN—SEVERAL ACTORS HURT. 


ORAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., Jan. 11.—Between 2 
and 3 o’olock this afternoon the north-bound 
Monon train ran off the track about two miles 
north of here, at Nicholson Crossing. 

The accident occurred on a fifty-foot embank- 
ment, down which four cars rolled, the engine 
and a baggage car keeping the track. The 
trouble is supposed to be due to a broken rail. 

The first passenger coach rolled over three 
times. It was full of passengers and caught fire 
from the stove, but all occupants escaped alive. 
The Daggage and express car went over, but 
no one in it was severely hurt.

The over- 
drafts, so far ascan be learned, are but poorly 
secured, and it is known that the loans are not 
all good, as the bank has for some time been 
carrying a large quantity of poor paper. 

The deposits were largely those of business 
men and farmers of the surrounding country 
and people of moderate means living in the 
town. uite a number of working people had 
their savings on deposit there.

The Bank Examiner was sent from Washing- 
ton Saturday by the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, doubtless because the bank’s last state- 
ment was not satisfactory. On his arrival he 
went to the vault, but could not get it open. 
He sent for an expert, and when this became 
known there was a run on the bank. The ex- 
pert opened the vault, which waa empty, and 
the Examiner then closed the bank. 

The bank has not been doing a profitable 
business and has had heavy losses in loaning 
money. There were $70,000 on deposit at the 
last statement, and there is now a $40,000 
shortage. Capt. J. M. Bowman is President and 
James M. Bowman and Baker Landicoke are 
Directors. Many of the stockholders are 
wealthy men, and it is hoped that depositors, 
many of whom are farmers, will be paid in full.

NORTH CAROLINA VERY DRY, 


AN ORGANIZED EFFORT TO BANISH 
LIQUOR FROM THE STATE. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., Jan. 11.—Hard time’, fail- 
urea, politics, and everything else have taken a 
back seat in North Carolina. The liquor 
question is the leading and _ exciting 
topic, and it is “a long time between 
drinks.” Mecklenburg County Commissioners 
started the ball last Spring, when it was an- 
nounced that a majority of the Commissioners 


would vote to refuse licenses. Recently the 
Commissioners in Irdell and Gaston Counties 





refused to grantlicenses. Both of these coun- 
ties contained many small distilleries. They 
are as dry as powder now. 

Every day brings news of more dry counties. 
Alamance, Person, Robeson, Montgomery, Stan- 
ley, and a number of other counties have re- 
fused to grant licenses to either saint or sinner, 
and there appears to be an organized ef- 
fort to kill the liquor traffic in North 
Carolina. Of course the liquor men 
are making a determined fight. They put for- 
ward their best men with applications for 
licenses, but invariably the Commissioners say 
no. The Commissioners don’t say that no man 
who sells liquor can prove a good moral charac- 
ter, bit they do say that none of those 
that have applied so far have, in their estima- 
tion, avery good character—not good enough 
to get the coveted licenses anyway... In 
Granville County. the Town Comumission- 
ers refuse to continue the ealoon 
licenses. The saloon men made a fight 
and won. Their licenses read: ‘Granted to 
July 1, 1892.”" In this. way they will continue 
to hold the fort until July, but those who know 
say that Oxford will be dry after July 1. 

A number of leading newspapers uphold the 
Commissioners. Recent decisions of the Su- 
preme Court fully sustain them, and there seems 
to be no appeal. That a strong temperance 
sentiment is abroad in this State no one will 
deny and the end is not yet.

|} FIFTEEN ‘DAYS GRANTED,. AND MORE IF 
NECESSARY, IN WHICH TO FILE AN 
APPEAL—DR.: GRAVES WILL WRITE 
A.BOOK ABOUT THE CASE. 


DENVER, Jan. 11.—Dr..Graves, who was con- 
“vioted Saturday, Jan. 2, of murder in the first 
degree, in having poisoned Mrs. Josephine 
Barnaby of Providence, R. I., was brought from 
the county jail tothe courtroom at 10 o’clock 
this morning to ascertain the result of the mo- 
tion made by his counsel Saturday last that 
judgment in his case be arrested on account of 
an alleged flaw in the indictment charging him 
with the poisoning. 

Judge Rising denied Dr. Graves’s motion for 
sn arrest of judgment immediately after court 
convened., There was no argument, for the law- 
yers had presented their authorities for and 
against the motion Saturday night, and his Hon- 
orspent all day Sunday in examining them. 
The Judge in his decision said: 

“ In the matter of the motion for an arrest of 
judgment I have examined.the authorities pre- 
sented by the defense. I hardJy think they sup- 
port the position assumed in the motion. The 
Iowa case cited is very strong in support of the 
sufficiency of the indictment. Before examin- 
ing the authorities of the prosecution I looked 
up our Supreme Court reports, and I found the 
question was ruled upon by our Supreme Court 
inthe First Colorado Reports, in the cases of 
Reders against the people. The court says the 
crime of murder has always existed in Col- 
orado. Again, the law says it shall be sufficient: 
to charge in an indictment for murder that the 
defendant willfully, maliciously did kill, &e. It 


must, therefore, be held that the first countinthe 
indictment is suflicient. This question has been 
passed upon by the Supreme Court of this State, 
and the motion will be denied.” 

Judge Rising then turned toward the doctor, 
and said: 

“*T. Hatcher Graves, stand up.” 

The doctor arose! 

“Have you anything to say why sentenca 
should not be passed upon you?” 

Dr. Graves was calm, but his face was very 
pale, and as his gray hair straggled over hiw 
forehead, he replied: 

“Your Honor, I never in any way or manner 
thought of or had anything to do with the death 
of Mrs. Barnaby. I have never confessed to any 
one that I sent a bottle of whisky to Mrs. Barna- 
by, because I never sent it. Proceed, your 
Honor.” 

“You have been found guilty,” said Judge 
Rising, ‘‘of the murder of Mra. Barnaby. Your 
counsel have not intimated in their motion for a 
now trial that the jury was influenced by any 
other motive than justice. The evidence clearly 
warranted the verdict of the jury. It is a satis- 
faction to me to know that if I have committed 
any error the remedy is near at hand, and your ap- 
pee to the Supreme Court will correct any error 

may have made. 

“ You, T. Hatcher Graves, shall he rendered 
to the custody of the Sheriff, and twenty-four 
hours after you shall be taken to the peniten 
tiary at Cation City and kept in solitary con- 
tinement until the week of Jan. 31, 1892, when

time, if necessary, to file your appeal.” 

The doctor will be taken to the state peniten- 
tiary at Cafion City on a train that leaves here 
at a late hour to-night. He expresses an inten:

which he will show his innocenee of the crime 
he is charged with. 

Gov. Routt of this State will undoubtediy 
grant the doctor a reprieve, in order to give hi 
time to take his case to the Supreme Court.

HEADED BY CORNELIUS N. BLISS FOR 
PRESIDENT—FOURTEEN CHANGES 
FROM THE REGULAR NOMINATIONS 
—A STATEMENT OF REASONS. 


The excitement which has etirred the Union

Members who rarely visit the clubhouse were 
there at some portion of the afternoon or even- 
ing yesterday, and while it was known that Mr. 
bliss would head the ticket, there was ap anx- 


jous group waiting to see who had been substi- 
ated tor the members of important committees 
recommended on the regular ticket, Fourteen 
changes were made in the list of fifty-four offi- 
cers, apd accompanying the red ticket was a 
statement directed to the club, which explained 
to those who read it eagerly just why these 
changes had beey made. i 

The ticket had been the subject of gossip 
among the club members during the day at 
places other than the clubhouse. One interest- 
ing statement was made, which explained, ac- 
cording to the man who made it, the real cause 
of the original committee’s agtion, 

“Two members are Maswempe, he said, “ or, 
at any rate, have a tendency in that direction. 
By their action they have started to put the 
management of the club into the hands of those 
who believe as they do.” 

Another member hinted that there might be a 
third ticket voted for when the election comes, 
in which this element, if it exists in the club, 
will ziye evidence of its presence. No definite 
information on this point was to be had, how- 
ever. 

There were one or two things about the new 
ticket which caused special comment on the 

art of those who had been simply in the list of 

liss men but had taken no part in formulat- 
ing the opposing ticket. The name of J. Seaver 
Page, the present Secretary, who was left 
off the first ticket was also missing from the 
new one. It had been said in the gossip that 
the psual courtesy extended to retiring becre- 
taries of placing him on one of the impor- 
tant committees would be extended by the 
friends of Mr. Bliss. Mr. Page, however, 
was uot mentioned in either the ticket or the 
manifesto. The candidate for Secretary, John 
R. Van Wormer, is the regular nominee, and for 
Treasurer George Montague is also on the reg- 
ular ticket. 

The Bliss ticket plays havoc with the Exeeu- 
tive Committee recommended by the Nominat- 
ing Committee, naming only two of the five origz- 
inal members, Two changes are made in the 
Committee of Admissions. The list of Vice-Presi 
fents is remodeled to suit what it considers the 
atiquette due to several old and tried mem bers of 
the club. Mr. Bliss heads the liston the regu- 
larticket. Mr. Elihu Root takes his place on 
the opposition. Mr. Jesse Seligman, who was 
left out by the Nominating Committee because 
he is abroad, is recommended for one of these 
honorary positions, and John Sloane is sub- 
stituted in place of Charles 8. Smith. 

Mr. Bliss, who is made the Presidential candi- 
date by the action of the Committee of Twenty- 
five, it was said, still holds to his determination 
to vote for Mr. Depew. Mr. Bliss’s friends ex- 
pressed themselves as confident that whatever 
might be the fact, in that particular, his friends 
would insist on voting for him just the same. 
Not only do they propose to give no heed to 
statemenute that be is not a candidate, but they 
have resolved to prosecute a vigorous cam- 
paign in his behalf. 

The original Committee on Nomirations, com- 
osed of Col. William L, Strong, Charles B. 
fosdick, Edward A. Quiatard, Emerson Foote, 
George L. Whitman, Thomas H. Wood, and 
Nathaniel gA. Prentiss, is making an elfort to 
nold the club to its ticket, 

Accompanying the statement to t club 
which Mr. Otis signed isa brief sentence com- 
mending the ticket to the thoughtful considera- 
tion of the club, and requesting each member to 
vote itifit meet his approval, The statement 
is as follows: 

NEW-YORK, Jan. 11, 1892, 
To the Members of the Union League Club: 

GENTLEMEN: For weeks prior to the Ist of Jan- 
uary, with rare unanimity and spontaneity, our 
members had very generally expressed their prefer- 
ence for Mr. Cornelius N. Bliss as President of the 
Union League Club for the current year. 

When, therefore, the ticket reported by tho Nom- 
inating Committee was posted. on Jan, 1, and was 
found to coblain a name other than that of Mr. 
Bliss for President, while for places on imypor- 
lant committees gentlemen had %een named 
who had been among us but a short time and 
were known only to a few, it was received with 
manifestations of surprise and condemnation which 
were as marked in character as they were general 
among the jarge number of members then present. 

From day today, as the action of the Nominating 
Committee becanic known, the disapproval and dis- 
satisfaction spread. Conferences were called; meet- 
ings were held, and, as a result, a committee of 
twenty-five was named to present another ticket, 
which would be more in touch with the expressed 
views of members. 

Of the fifty-iour names upon the ticket of the Nom- 
inating Committee, the “ members’ ticket,” here- 
with iuclosed, changes fourteen. These substitutions 
have been made in no factious or hostile spirit, 
but in deference solely to very strong represen- 
tations made by numbers of our members, and in 
the belief that they present more representative men, 
Nothing of a personai character derogatory to any 
geutleman upon the ticket of the Nominating Com- 
mittee is charged, and no such inference is to bo 
drawn by reason ol any change. To the end that 
each wember may, for himeel!, pass judgment upon 
the action of those who are responsible for the 
“members’ ticket,” the reason for each change made 
is brictiy stated: 

Mr. Chauncey M. Depew and Mr. Cornelius N. 
Bliss were both admitted to membership in the year 
186s. Mr. Depew has already served as President 
for six years, two years longer than any other geun- 
tleman has been hovored with the office, Mr. 
Bliss, whose membership is coequal with that 
of Mr. bepew, whose career is as honorable 
and whose life has been as biameless, was turned 
down by the Nominating Committee, after receiviug 
a@ majority of its votes, because the committee, by iis 
own resolution, decided that six votes must nomi- 
nate, While the club, by requiring the appointment 
of a committee of seven—an odd anmber—expected 
that a majority vote would nominate. By the “ six- 
vote’’ resolution of the Nomiuating Committee, two 
members thereof defeated the will of the majority, 
as shown by their votes, and overruled the ex- 
pressed wishes of the vast majority of the members 
who elected the committee ang of the club itself. 

The “‘members’ ticket” proposes for President 
Cornelius N. Bliss. 

In naming Mr. Bliss it should be stated that this 
action h been taken witheut any consultation or 
communiéation with him. direot or indirect, with 
respect thereto cn the pari of any member who was 
consulted with rogard to the ticket herewith pre- 
sented. It was also taken in the face of hia well- 
known proclivity for voting a “regular ticket,” and 
with full knowledge of his expressed intention to 
deciine the nomination i! made. 

The nomination of Mr. Bliss was expected, by most 
of those who take an aclive interest in the club and 
its affairs, tocome from the Nominating Commit- 
tee, Had it been for a moment supposed that any 
other name than his would be presented by tbat 
committee not # Man upon it conld have been 
elected. As that committees did not report Mr, 
Bliss, although he received the majority of its vetes, 
the demand from members that the opportunity to 
vote for tim be atlorded them was unprecedented 
and persistent. No declination can now preveut 
the friends of Mr. Hliss and the members of the 
Union League Club from voting for him.

In the opinion of members it was 
deemed both wise and pradent that upon this 
important committee, the members of which 
are required to make céareful inquiry and 
examination as to the habits, character, and political 
affiliations of those who seek admission, only those 
should be named whose opinions and views are 
known tobe in harmony with the licy of the 
club. Mr. Wardand Mr. Brown are old and valued 
members. Mr. Parr has been a member for but five 
years and Mr. Hyde for only three years, and neither 
of them is known to many of the members.

FASSETY’S - 
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ITTLE REVENGE 


HIS TRIUMPH OVER DR, FLOOD 
DELAYED A FEW DAYS. 


THE CONFIRMATION OF RATHBUN POST- 


PONED UNTIL THURSDAY—MR, HAR-~ 


RISON’S HELP IN THE ELMIRA POST- 
OFFICE MATTER. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—It looked at one time 
to-day as if L. G, Rathbun would be confirmed 
ae Postmaster of Elmira. In the executive ses- 
sion of the Senate Sengtor Sawyer, Chairman of 
the Committee on Post Offices and Post Roads, 
reported the nomination favorably, and Senator 
Hiscook, who is very much interésted in the 
case, thought the hour of Jacob Sloat Fassett’s 
complete triumph over Dr. Flood had arrived. 
Senator Hill disappointed him, however. He 
requested that the question of Rathbun’s con- 
firmation be laid aside until Thursday, and the 
Senate granted the request, 

Senator Hiscock believes that Rathbun is cer- 
tain to be confirmed, no matter what the oppo- 
sition may do to preventit. He realizes that 
the Administration is behind the appointment, 
and that all its influence will be used to bring 
about a confirmation. The postponement, in the 
opinion of those who are on the Platt-Fassett- 
Hiscock side of the fence, was only granted out 
of “‘comity”’ to Hill. 

Mr. Hill was not communicative to-night on 
the subject of the Elmira Postmastership. The 
restraint of the Senate over executive busi- 
ness made him dumb. If he has a schema 
which will prevent the confirmation of Rath- 
bun he keeps it closely locked in his breast. It 
was said this evening that Senator Wolcott of 
Colorado might join hands with Hill in fighting 
the confirmation. It seems hardly likely that 
Wolcott will’ go into this fight. There are 
reasons why he should not desire to antagonize 
Thomas C. Platt, which he surely would do 
if he opposed Rathbun. Mr. Platt is deeply 
concerned in the outcome of the present move- 
ment to bring about Flood’s downfall. So is 
Mr. Harrison, who appears to have made a com- 
pact with Platt in the interest of a renomina- 
tion. Mr. Harrison still regards Platt as the 


leader of the New-York State Republican 
machine,and in order to secure his aid he is 
willing to help Platt’s man, Fassett, punish one 
of his political foes. 

Senator Hiscock’s position in this matter does 
netdo much credit to his political judgment. 
Mr. Hiscock has not yet given up his hope of 
being re-elected to succeed himself next year. 
Inguiries which he has lately made of New- 
York State politicians show that he believes 
that there is a fighting chancey for him 
in the election of members of the 
Assembly. it is known even that he 
entertains hope of being able to elect 


an Assemblyman in the district in which the. 


fight between Fassett and Flood has so long 
been on the boards. How he can figure on gain- 
ing any support in this district, where Dr. Flood 
is 80 universally popular, by antagonizing him 
now is oue of the things that men familiar 
with the situation are unable to see. 

* Hiscock is making another mistake,” said a 
well-known New-York Republican this evening. 
“Instead of being the champion of Rathbun in 
this fight, he ought to be leading the opposition 
tohim. He has everything to lose and nothing 
to gain by his present course. By following 
Platt’s lead Hiscock has landed so dangerously 
close to the political soup tureen that even his 
best friends cannot see how he is to avoid fall- 
ingin. If he had cutloose from Platt and Fas- 
sett long ago he would have been vastly better 
off than he is at present. 

“If he were opposing instead of trying to 
bring about the contirmation of Rathbun, the 
majority of Chemung County Republicans, wno 
unquestionably train beneath the Flood banner, 
would feel like giving him their support another 
year. Heis throwing away what little chance 
he has of succeeding himself. Peopie who are 
wondering how Dave Hill has managed to make 
@ laughing stock of the’ Platt-Miscock-Fassett 
combine can get an object lesson through the 
present antics of Senator Hiscock. A lack of 
political sense, to say nothing of common, every- 
day sense, has much to do with it.” 

Mr. John W. Dwight, one of Mr. Platt’s right- 
hand men, has been quietly at work here to-day 
in the interest of Rathbun’s confirmation. He 
is keeping one eye on Hill, and the latter is not 
losing sight of Dwight. If Hill could get help 
enough from the Republican side of the Senate 
to bring about a demand forthe papers in the 
case, he realizes that a feather would pereh on 
hiscap. Some doubt is expressed to-night of 
the willingness of some of the old-fashioned 
Democratic Senators to aid in an attempt to 
prevent a confirmation of this kind. Between 
this date and Thursday some earnest work will 
be dore on both sides of this case. 


A RECIPROCITY RESOLUTION. 

The Republican principle of reciprocity, as 
embodied in the McKinley act and practiced by 
the present Administration, is assailed for the 
first time by the Democrats this sessionin a 
resolution which Kepresentative Breckinridge 


of Kentucky asked unanimous consent to offer 
in the House to-day. 

This resolution, which is the subject of great 
discussion to-night, and the introduction of 
which was objected to by Mr. Burrows of the 
Republican side, recites the letters written by 
the Secretary of State, by direction of the Presi- 
dent, to the Diplomatic representatives of Ven- 
ezuela, Nicaragua, Colombia, Honduras, and 
other nations, calling attention to the reci- 

rocity section of the McKinley act, aud stat- 
ng that the President deems the duties im- 
posed by these countries to be reciprocally un- 
equal and unreasonable, and that unless, on or 
before March 15 next, some satisfactory com- 
mercial arrangement is entered into, the Presi- 
dent will issue a proclamation suspending the 
provision of this section. 

It further recites that such action by the Pres- 
ideut would be unconstitutional, onerous, and 
unjust, and instructed the Committee on Ways 
and Means to report, before Feb. 25, a bill re- 
pealing the third section of the McKinle 
act. The President is also authorized, 
without further legislation, to declare 
the ports of the United States free and open to 
all the products of any nation of the American 
hemisphere on which no export duties are im- 
posed, so long as such nation shall admit to its 
ports, free. of all national, municipal, and other 
taxes, flour, corn meal, and other breadstuifs, 
preserved meats, fish, vegetables, and fruits, 
cottonseed oil, rice, lumber, agricultural imple- 
ments, &c.,orsuch other products as may be 
agreed upon. 


TARIFF, INQUIRIES BY DEMOCRATS. 

Representative Sherman Hoar and some of 
the other House Democrats have devised a very 
ingenious scheme to bring before the public the 
full blessings of the McKinley bill. During the 
Summer a sub-committee of the Senate Finance 
Committee has been investigating the effect of 
the tariffon prices. For the Democrats now to 


co the same thing would take too long and 
make the information practically of no use dur- 
ing the coming campaign. 

Mr. Hoar and his associates, therefore, decided 
to attack the billin detailand, by waking sev- 
eral committees of the House conduct the in- 
vestigation simultaneously, get the desired in- 
formation in a very short time. With this 
purpose in view, Mr. Hoar to-day introduced a 
resolution directing the Committee on Manu- 
factures to report to the House “the eftect upon 
the general manufacturing interests of the 
country of the present acts for the collection of 
revenue by means of duties upon imports.” A 
similar resolution, to ascertain the effect 
on’ agriculture, was introduced by Rep- 
resentative McKinney of New-Hampshire 
aud =i referred to the Committee on 
Agriculture. Mr. Lapham of RKhode Island 
made his resolution apply to labor, and had it 
sent to the Committee on Labor, while Houk of 
Ohio completed the day's quota by wanting to 
know the effect of the tariff on foreign com- 
merce, Which the Committee on Intér-State and 
Foreign Commerce will have to wrestie with 

If these resolutions are adopted, and it is*i ¢- 
lieved they will be, four committees of tue 
House will be engaged in investigating the 
tariff from different points of view, and the re- 
sults are bound to be interesting. 

OUR “ ENTANGLING-ALLIANCES ” DOCTRINE. 

Mr. Perry Belmont, who is here to attend the 
funeral of his cousin, Admiral Rodgers, re- 
marked to-night that the action of the Senate 
{which is given on Page 9 of THe TIMES] In ap- 
pending to its ratification of the Brussels anti- 
slavery treaty a stipulation against interference 
in African affairs marked a new departure in the 

proceedings Which had hitherto been had in that 
body on the Congo question. 

When the original Brussels Conference as- 
sem bled, in 1884, be, 4s a member or the Voreign 
Afiairs Committee, (of which in the next Con- 

ress he was nade Chairman,) introduced in the 
fiouse resolutions condeivning the participation 
of the United States in that conference, as 
“tending to a reversal of our traditional, estab- 
lished, and approyed foreign policy” of not 
mixing up with “entangling alliances.” The 
- House adopted those resolutions Jan. 5, 1885, 
but the Senate subsequentiy ratified the San- 
ford agreement, recognizing the Congo States as 
un independent nation. 

‘Thia agreement, Mr. Belmont said, had now 
been modified to a great extent by the action of 
the Senate to-day, and the United States had 

wesnmuably withdrawn from any porte ation 
fh the struggles for supremacy in Africa in 
which it might have become involved by accept- 
ing the invitation to the Brussels Conference in 
1884, é

A statement prepared at the Treasury Depart- 
ment shows that the net goldin the Treasury, 
coin and bullion, to-day is $125,812,529, a de- 
crease of $4,928,101 sinte Jan. 1, and a decrease 
of $20,036,330 since Jan. 10, 1891. The gold 


holdings Jan. 1, 1889, were $194,655,264, and 
Jan. 1, 1890, were $177,386,285. Their lowest 
point was reached last June, when the net gold 
amounted tojg117,667,722.

He received places on irriga- 
tion and Labor. 

It has taken a long time for the Montana press 
to break out in expostulation, but the Anaconda 
Standard, owned by Marous Daly, who was 
Chairman of the Democratic State Committee, 
has been received here, with an editorial a col- 
umn and a half long, in which the merits of Mr. 
Dixon and the demerits of the Speaker in send- 
ing him to uncongenial committees are freely 
discussed. Of Mr. Dixon’s capacity for service 
it says: 

“No manin Montana need ever apologize for W, 
W. Dixon. Insending him to Washington this Com- 
monwealth sent the bestit had. No State has sent a 
better man. The Fifty-second Congress has to deal 
with four questions of absorbing public interest. 
In an intelligent comprehension of all _ these 
questions, Judge Dixon is the peer of any 
Congressman; of two of these questions he 
is master, his present knowledge of their details 
giving him an equipment which few men in the 
House of Repres@utatives can match. He con- 
sented most reluctantly to go to Washington, and 
Democracy in Montana makes open confeselon that 
his treatment is not fair to the man, just to the 
state, or generous toward the party. 

**In the second place, however, Speaker Crisp and 
his friends will live to learn that the blunder result- 
ing from the ignoring of Montana has wider scope 
that which is fixed by the boundaries of the Staie.”

FASSETT ON RATHBUN. 


HE THINKS SENATOR HILL SHOULD 
NOT OPPOSE CONFIRMATION. 


Jacob Sloat Fassett was one of a group of 
politicians at the Fifth Avenue Hotel last night, 
having come to New-York, he said, on private 
business which would keep him here for a few 
days. He discussed the political situation at 
Albany briefly. He said he thought the Demo- 
erate would seat enough of their party in the 
contested districts to give them perfect control 
of the Senate, and he expected that one sure 
piece of legislation would be the reapportion- 
ment of the State.

President 
Cleveland once appointed a Democratic Post- 
master at Syracuse and Mr. Hiscock made no 
opposition to his contirmation.” 

hen asked if it was true that Mr. Flood, the 
retiring Postmaster, was the instigator of the 
fight against Kathbun, Mr. Fassett said: “I do 
notknow. Floodisa friendof Mr. Hill and of 
well-known Democrats in Elmira. Flood knows 
why he was requested to resign, for Postmaster 
General Wanamaker sent him a letter explain- 
ing the reason. He told him it was for failure 
to attend to the duties of his office. Dr. Flood 
has a practice which requires most of his time, 
and he had little left to devote to the duties of 
Postmaster.” 

When asked if it was true that Mr. Flood had 
opposed him when he was candidate for Gov- 
ernor in the recent campaign, Mr. Fassett said 
he did not know that Flood had worked against 
him, although it was understood he was not one 
of his supporters. That had nothing to do with 
Mr. Rathbun’s fitness for the place of Postmas- 
ter, Mr. Fassett added.

COLLINS, THE AMERICAN, BEATEN A 


YARD BY BURROWS. 


The Sheffield Handicap, the biggest foot race 
of the year in England, was won by Thomas 
Burrows, an Englishman, who has been resid- 
ing in this country for several years past. Par- 
ticulars have just been received here. The 
Americans who were entered for the race were 
Cc. R. Huntley, W. C. Bryan, J. Collins, W. Dono- 
van, O. T. Hard, and R. Brown. With the ex- 
ception of Collins all failed to accept their 
marks or were beaten in the preliminary heats. 


Collins, however, won his first and second trial 
heats, and was well backed for the final. Weeks 
before the race his. backers put up large 
amounts on him at big odds, and they stood to 
win about $100,000. 

Collins left here on the City of Rome Jast 
October, and trained in a small village in the 
north of England, Few knew of his presence in 
England until the bookmakers began their 
work. They were startled at the readiness of 
the Americans to back Collins. The latter had 
@ poor “ mark’’ and lie opened at 20 to 1. Big 
betting, however, red%iced the odds, and he went 
to the post at 3tol. Evenat these figures he 
was supported in the betting. 

In the opening heat Collins won easily, de- 
feating Nutter, Boyle, and Howarth. Nutter 
and Howarth each had five yards start of him 
and Boyle six. In the second trial Collins met 
Hunter and gave him over four yards. The 
Englishman was a 3 to 1 on favorite, but Collins 
won by a half yard. In the final Collins met 
Burrows, Cunliffe, and Cross. It was a 130-yard 
race. Collins was virtually at scratch, starting 
from the ten-and-a-half-yard mark, while Cun- 
liffe had 10%, Burrows 13%, and Cross 15% 
yards. The betting was 7 to 2 on Burrows, 3 to 
i against Collina, and 50to 1 against the others. 

In the draw for choice of positions Burrows 
won and picked out the best path. The track 
was sloppy and a couple of pools of water made 
the finish awkward. The men got away 
quickly to a goodstart. For forty yards they 
were well up to their positions, but Cross was 
unable to stand the pace, and Burrows soon put 
daylight between them, and going on he made 
his best pace to within a score of yards from 
home. Here Collins, who wins his races by 
strong finishing, tried a desperate spurt, but all 
to no purpose, as Burrows stalled him off and 
won by a yard in 0:12. 

As a matter of fact Collins ran two and a half 
yards better than the winner, and he failed 
solely on account of the big start given Bur- 
rows. The latter won a Sheffield Handicap a 
few years ago, and is a first-class runner. It is 
estimated that the Collins party lost over 
$10,000 0n the race. Collins will come home now, 
and will hereafter devote his energies to races 
on this side of the Atlantic. As he has shown 
his form, handicappers will give him a worse 
mark in future races, so it will be practically 
impossible for him to win them.

‘A SCHEME TO INCREASE THE INTEREST 
IN PADDLING RACES. 


Canoeing received quite an impetus hére- 
abouts last Fall, and the interest in the affairs 
of the light, craft sailors has not diminished 
this Winter. Among the plans suggested 
for the Summer season is the racing of 
big canoes. The plan is fer the various 
canoe clubs to build big paddling boats, which 
will hold from ten to thirty persons.

SUNOL AND NANCY HANKS. 


MR. BONNER EXPLAINS WHY THEY CAN- 
NOT MEET IN A RACE. 


As will be seen by the following letter there 
is no possibility of Sunol and Nancy Hanks 
meeting in a contest of speed this year. This is 
not because Mr. Bonner has the least doubt 
that his famous mare is the speedier of the two, 
but because of the rule he adopted years ago, 
which, if violated, as he explains, would re- 
sult in the loss to him of his wonderful mare. 
Besides, Mr. Bonner has no sympathy with trot- 
ting races as they are too often conducted now- 
adays, though he does have a love for a speedy 
horse excelled by that of no man in the world. 
Mr. Bonner’s letter, explaining his position, is 
as follows: 

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Regarding the offer of $10,000 which Mr. Jones, 
the proprietor of a track at Columbia, Tenn., makes 
for a race between Sunol and Nancy Hanks, the pro- 
ceeds to be given to a charitable institution, permit 


me to say Ihave written to that gentleman that, 
under no circumstances, will I ever allow one of my 
horses to trot in a race against another horse for any 
purpose whatever. This statement has been pub- 
lished over and over again during the past thirty 
years, and I have no idea at this late day of changing 
my life-long policy. In addition to this, [ have stated 
that if ever one of my horses engaged in such a race 
I would make a present of the horse to the first man 
who reached my stable the following moruing, and I 
have no idea now of subjecting myself to the self- 
imposed penalty of parting with Sunol in that way. 

I think I have given as much money for charitable 
and benevolent purposes, according to my means, as 
the average citizen; but [ never have and never in- 
tend to engage in racing, even for sweet charity’s 
sake.

WasHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Whatever of merit the 

proposed Monetary Congress of Mr. Springer 
may have, it obviously lacks at this time the 
approval of the men in Congress who have been 
fegarded as the most active friends of silver, 
and it is altogether unknown tosome of the men 
‘who are in the best position to frame the course 
of business of the House. 
' No one knows better than Mr. Springer the 
Importance of securing the assistance of the 
Committee on Rules in shaping the programme 
of legislation. Up to this time none of the 
committee knows anything more about the pro- 
posed Monetary Congress than they have 
Jearned in the newspapers. The Speaker, who 
has been ill, has not been annoyed during his 
eonvalescence by business of any kind. Speaker 
Pro Tem. McMillin has not been ill, nor has 
he been introduced to Mr. Springer’s bill. Mr. 
(Catchings has not been asked to say what he 
thought of it by Mr. Springer, and none of the 
Avowed advocates of free silver has been con- 
@ulted as to the expediency of resorting to such 
@ device for taking the coinage question out of 
the way. 

In the House to-day, before and after the ad- 
journment, the conversation of members showed 
that the talk of Mr. Springer about what the 
Congress would not do in the matter of silver 
legisiation had provoked something like a feel- 
ing of resentment. Without having consulted 
with se peal so far as could be learned, he had 
assumed to speak forthe whole Congress. By 
pome of the men on the Democratic side, who 
are most anxious to have the siiver question 
put aside at this time, both because it is unnec- 
pesary and inadvisable to agitate it, it wae ad- 
mitted that any indiscreet attempt to pusb the 
matter aside, in the absence of full consulta- 
tion, would be likely to precipitate the very dis- 
pussion soguht to be avoided. 

Much of the resentment expressed toward 
Springer seems to be provoked because he sought 
to commit the House to a policy to which it was 
ap absolute stranger. Mr. Springer has always 
been ingenious in proposing plans of investi- 
gation and legislation, but he has usually been 
in a position in which he could assume to pro- 
ye without tog to involve the House in 

policy by offering a plan. Some of the men 
who know him well believe that his way of sug- 
gesting a Monetury Congress, as a cure for party 
division, was only the assertion of characteristic 
Ingenuity. 

Mr. Bland indicated the indifference which he 
felt to the Springer’ suggestion to-day by intro- 
flucing a bill for the free coinage of silver. There 
are many other bills for the same purpose in the 
House, and they will all go to Mr. Bland’s Com- 
mittee on Coinage. 

Mr. Springer has not yet prepared his bill, but 
it is Known that he will, after it has been com- 
pleted, ask for a joint conference of the Demo- 
cratic members of both houses of Congress, and 
ask them to take it up and make it a caucus 
order of business. A joint caucus is an unusual 

roceeding, and it would be an influential one 

f the caucus were committed to the plan laid 
before it. 

It is learned that Mr. Springer was anticipated 
fn making his plan known. He hoped to make 
it public first at the Jackson dinner, but it 
reached a newspaper a day before that dinner 
was given. Itis Mr. Springer’s purpose to have 
the bill referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Afttairsa. He had no intention to have it sent to 
the Ways and Means. 

Senator Teller has been quick to seize the idea 
suggested by Mr. Springer and to undertake to 
pppropriate it for the benefit of the Republio-* 
ans. He introduced a joint resolution calling 
for an international bimetallic agreement. He 
said, in introducing it, that he did so to satisfy 
the friends of an international agreement. He 
was aware that the Senate Committee on 
Finance was composed of two classes, each of 
which claimed to. be for free silver. One of 
these declared that the desired condition could 
be brought about only by the adoption of 
An agreement such as his resolution provided 
for. The other class thought free silver could 
best be secured by legislativeenactment. The 
former would now be given an opportunity to 
show whether its utterances were honest ones. 
Personally, Mr. Teller said, he was in favor of a 
bimetallic agreement, but he did not believe in 
sitting down and waiting until an agreement 
could be reached. He hoped that the Finance

Whenever these Governments, 
or any three of them, shali have agreed to unite upon, 
and whenever in the judgment of the Presidenta 
sutiicient number of nations shall have entered into, 
such international agreement, the President is to 
declare the ratio so fixed to be the existing ratio in 
the United States, and all coinage thereafter is to be 
at euch ratio until changed by law.

an five Commissioners who shall report to him,

REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON 
WORK DURING THE YEAR. 


Bostox, Jan. 11.—The annual report of the 
Mossachusetts Civil Service Commission was 
transmitted to the Legislature to-day. The re- 


port says: 

“The experience of seven years in the practical ad- 
ministration of the civil service law has thoroughly 
exploded any theory or claim that civil service rules 
would contine the pubiic service to recemt graduates 
of our schools and colleges. The numberof public

now, as nearly as can be estimated, about 4,800. 
he number of laborers classified in the employ of 
he City of Boston is 4,105. ; 
“Of the 4,800 officers in the higher e of the 

public service of the Commonweal and her 
Pities more than one-half have ay ~y: a competi- 
tive examination, been certified for appointment 
from the top of the eligible lists, and have been 
appointed to office, so far as the Commissioners 
have known, without regard to political or re- 
ligious belief, or from any motive other than the 
proper and responsibie desire to obtain for the public 
service the most efficient material. A fact is stronger 
than any theory or argument. Massachusetts in this, 
hes in other reforms, presents to her sister States an 
pbject lesson. It is not a theory ge a de- 
gired reform, but an accomplished result, thoroughly 
accepted as a recognized of her administrative 
system. As vacancies in these public business offices 
occur they will be filled under this system, so that 
as time clapses there will be no officer of the thou- 
gands in the classified public service who has not 
been appointed or promoted after proof of superior 
fitness under civil service rules. 

“jhe number of persons appointed under these 
rules and afterward removed ior cause remains, as 
before, almost too few for notice—less thau 1 per 
of the whole.” 

Regarding the system of examinations, the re- 
port says: 

** Every studentand administrator of the cfvil serv- 
ice reform system recognizes that the test of its suc- 
ess lies in the character of the examination. Two 
facte appear in the work of the past year to justify 
the claim that the examinations required are en- 
tirely adapted to test the necessary qualifications: 

the average age of those passing the exami- 
— has increased year by year, and last year 
as nearly four years over the average age of the 
euccessful candidaies of the previous year, proving 
that the examinations bring to the eligible list not 
those capable of ps. a@sohool or college exami- 
nation, but those who busiuess experience and 
observation have acquired what is of most conse- 
quence in and benefit to the public service 
Second, the number of non-competitive exami- 
pations has been reduced from sixty-eight to 
Yorty-six, although 141 more persons have been ex- 
ed than last year.. This proves that the Com- 
juissioners, Manont § experience, have become better 
bnabled to devise schemes of examination in all 
$ases which oan secure public competition and fairly

THE RIOTING DURING WHICH run-osn-4 
MAN OAPTIVES ESCAPED. 


Carro, Jan. 11.—Father Obhrwalder, who re- 
cently escaped from the Mahdista, gives some: 
information as to the present situation of affairs : 
at Omdurman. 

There are two Under Khalifas at Omdurman— 
Mohammed and Helu. In October last Moham- 
med complained to the Khalifa that he was not 
being treated|with proper respect, and that he re- 
ceived no regular salary. A stormy discussion 
ensued, but was interrupted by the Khalifa’s 
Baggaras, who had become greatly excited, 
knocking and clamoring at the door. 

Next day the late Mahdi’s fifty widows, who 
resented the seclusion to which they had been 
relegated, sent a formal demand that they 
should at once be set at liberty or should be 
supplied with money. They were given $600, 
but the widows still remained discontented. 

A fresh cause of dissension arose from the 
fury of the Under Khalifa Mohammed when he 
was informed that one of hie Captains, named 
Logal, had been sentenced to be hanged. A 
report became current soon afterward that 
Mohammed was planning arevolt. To cirouin- 
vent his scheme the market was closed. Tho 
people then repaired in crowds to the mosque, 
and, amid a scene of tremendous excitement, 
the building was surrounded by the Khalifa’s 
Jehadieh blacks. Next morning Mohammed’s 
men fired upon their opponents, killing seven- 
teen, and thethselves sustaining a loss of seven. 
While this revolt was in progress the widows of 
the late Mahdi arrayed themselves in uniforms, 
and, arming themselves with speara, drew up 
around their zereba for the purpose of defend- 
ing it. Atthe same time a number of Baggara 
horsemen began looting the town, but they 
were stopped by other Baggaras. The greatest 
uproar and disorder prevailed in every part 
of the towp. Under Khalifa Helu and others 
vainly attempted to mediate and restore order, 
and aed @ temporary compromise was 
arrived at. 

On the following day farther rioting occurred 
and, amid the general confusion, the refugees 
contrived to make their escape. They narrowly 
avoided recapture near Abu Hamed, and were 
weloomed at Murat Wells by the Sheik Saleh’s 
Abadeb followers. 

Father Ohrwalder thinks that the Khalifa’s 
power is now too tirmly established to be easily 
overthrown. The Khalifa Abdullah has from 
the first been the real instigator and director of 
the Mahdist movement. The late Mahdi was 
really little more than a figurehead. The 
Khalifa is now forty-three years of age. He is 
badly marked by smallpox, is lame and cannot 
read, but is a good preacher. He is growing 
much less active, owing to the luxurions life of 
self-indulgence which he leads. His harem con- 
sists of 150 Soudanese beauties. Itis believed 
in Omdurman that Emin Pasha will be able to 
restore authority in the equatorial province, 
but Father Ohrwalder does not think that Emin 
will try to push northward, as a strong Mahdist 
force is at Fashoda and would be almo® certain 
to bar his passage. 

Father Obrwalder confirms the report that 
the Mahdi was poisoned by the daughter of a 
wealthy citizen of Khartoum. This citizen had 
refused to accept the Mahdi as the successor of 
Mohammed and had opposed his schemes, Con- 
sequently, when Khartoum was captured by the 
Mahdists, his property was confiscated, all his 
children, except this daughter, were butchered, 
and his wives were sold into slavery. The girl 
wae placed in the Mahdi’s harem, and, in re- 
venge, gave him poison in a cooling drink.

Harrison, was again a visitor to-day, when she 
was presented to the President. As soon as the 
child’s hand grasped that of the President her 


face fiushed with pleasure, as, stretching out 
her disengaged hand, she softly passed it over 
the President's coat to get a general idea of his 
appearance. 

Before meeting the President, the child had 
expressed a desire to meet the children of the 
White House.’ She was taken up stairs to the 
nursery, where the little ones stopped in their 
play to allow themselves to be thoroughly in- 
vestigated by the sensitive, agile fingera of the 
blind child. The censervatory was then visited 
and some blossoms were carried away in mem- 
ory of the visit. 

ust as the child crossed the outer corridor, 
to enter the east room, Secretary Tracy de- 
scended the stairway from the oftices alone and, 
noting the sightless eyes, stopped a moment to 
speak, not knowing that the sense of hearing 
was also denied the unfortunate one. The silent 
sense of sympathy must in some way have com- 
mupicated itself to the little girl, for, after hold- 
ing in hers for an instant the Secrctary’s hand, 
she lifted her face for the kiss which was given 
without hesitation.

‘REPORT ~AND RECOMMENDATIONS OF 


THE STATE FOREST COMMISSIONERS, 


ALBANY, Jan. 11.—The annual report of the 
State Forest Commissioners will be presented 
to the Legislature on Thursday. The report 
shows that there has been an increase in the 
acreage of the Adirondack preserve during 
‘the year, partly under the provisions of the 
act of 1890, appropriating $25,000 for the pur- 
chase of land at not more than $1.50 an: acre, 
and partly by the exchange of lands... As soon 
as it became known that the commission had 
the power to purchsse lands, large tracts of 
desirable forests were offered and enough ter- 
ritory was contracted for to use up the entire 
appropriation of $25,000, with which about 
15,000 acres were purchased. The land pur- 
chased has all been “lumbered over’ once, 
but only the large spruce and pine were re 
moved; leaving the general appearance of the 
forest unchanged. 

A very large amount of forest land within the 
lines of the proposed park has been offered the 
commission at $1.50 per acre, and if a further 


appropriation is made, about 50,000 acres al- 
ready offered will still be available at the price 
mentioned. 

Under the Hadley act the commission ex 
changed 12,646 acres of State lands in Franklin 
County for 25,327 acres of land owned by the 
Everton Lumber Company of the town of Santa 
Clara, Franklin County. The State lands con- 
tained some merchantable spruce, while the 
Everton lands contained but little. The spruce 
on the State land was easily accessible from 
the Everton mili, but the timber remaining on 
the Everton lands which were taken by the 
— --f exchange was alinost inaccessible from 

6m 

The report says that the commission receiyed 
not only two acres for one, but an excess of 
$4,402 in the comparative value of the lands 
—e Although the commission is well 
satisfied with this exchange, it thinks that here- 
after no exchange should be made, but that the 

roceeds of the sale of lands outside of the 

oundaries of the proposed park should be used 
_~ the purchase of lands within those bound- 
aries. 

The commission sold 4,700 acres of land onut- 
side of the proposed park lines ata rate which 
would allow of the purchase of twice that 
amount of acreage within these lines at $1.50 
an acre, but this purchase could not be made 
with such proceeds until, the Controller holds, 
such moneys shall have been reappropriated by 
the Legislature. 

With reference to the legislation proposed b 
them for the establishment of an Adirondac 
park, the Commissioners say that the bi)] sub- 
mitted provides for the issuing of bonds 
amounting to $750,000 by the State Controller 
as@ preliminary step, the proceeds of which 
are to be used in the purchase of lands in Ham- 
ilton, Essex, Franklin, 8t. Lawrence, and War- 
ren Counties at a price not to exceed $1.50 an 
avre, which allows for the purchase of about 
425,000 acres. 

Another provision of the bill allows $75,000 
of the proceeds of these bonds to be used in the 
purchase of 50,000 acres in the counties of 
Greene, Ulster, Delaware, and Sullivan, at an 
amount not to exceed $1.50 an acre, for the 
Catskill Park, in which region the State now 
owns 50,000 acres of forest land, and where has 
been established a deer park, which has been 
very successful. The purchase of lands is to be 
approved by the Commissioners of the Land Of- 
tees. 

State Jands not desired for the ny may be 
sold, the proceeds to be placed at the disposalof 
the commission for the purchase of other lands 
within the park lines. The Forest Commission, 
with the concurrence of the Commissioner of 
Fisheries, shall provide for the enforcement 
within the park of such fish and game laws as 
they shall deem wise, in addition to those al- 
ready in force. No grant of land within the park 
shall be made to any railroad company without 
the consent of the Forest Commission. 

At this late day, after ali that has been said 
and written upon the subject, the commission 
says it does not propose to discuss the neces- 
sity for the acquirement of the Adirondack 
wilderness by the people. There is a universal 
demand for this park by the press and people 
of the State. The original idea called for forest 
preservation, with reference only to protecting 
the bead waters of our rivers, and to providing 
a future economical and perpetual timber sup- 
ply. But lately the acquisition of this territory 
has been urgently demanded by the public for 
the purposes of a health and pleasure rosort, 
and the original movement has become largely 
subordinate to the latter one. 

The towne selected this year forthe park rep- 
resent an area larger than was included within 
the proposed boundaries provided for in last 
year’s bill, it huving been deemed advisable to 

ush the western boundary out to the Lewis 
Foanty line and to extend it four miles along the 
northern boundary. It is believed that all the 
land that oan be bought with oare at present 
can be obtained at $1.50 an acre. 

Regarding the provision in the Dill allowing 
lumbermen to remove soft-wood trees of a diam- 
ter of more than 10 inches ata height of 3 feet 
from the ground on lands which cannot be pur- 
chased unless such rightis given, the commis- 
sion says: 

Such lands are for the most part owned by men who 
will not sell except upon such conditions. The lum- 
vermen will remove this soft-wood timber sooner or 
Jater, and the commission see no way of preventing 
it. The lumbermen express a willingness to turn 
over their lands to the State at a low price, provided 
they have the privilege or removing the small 
proportion of trees comprising the merchantable 
soft wood. We think the State should accept their 
offer. We believe that delay will only result in the 
State paying higher prices for these same lands, the 
soft wood having been removed in the meantime just 
the same. 

“Six years ago prominent lumbermen called at 
the oftiee of the State Forest Commission and offered 
to organize asyndicate that would furnish the State 
500,000 acres of Adirondack forest land for the 
nominal sum of $1 provided they could have the 
privilege of removing the aoft wood and be relieved 
of thedaxes. We are now willing to pay $750,000 
for the same land which was olfered to us then for 
$1, and pay it subject to the same conditions. Far- 
ther delay in this matter will onty result in the 
state paying bigher prices and under more stringent 
conditions. The removal of this soft wood would 
not affect the general appearance of the forests, 
would no} diminish the area of fol . Or lessen its 
Value a5 a protection to the watershed of our rivers. 
There would be many lots on which scarcely a tree 
could be removed under this clause. 

“The Catskill Park was established in 1885 and 
was designed to protect the wooded slopes of the 
Hudson watersbed. The forests protect the head- 
waters of important streams that tiow to the Mo. 
hawk, the Hudson, and the Delaware. This portion 
of the state's forests is easily accessible to three- 
fourths of the population of the State, and re- 
celves annually a far greater number of 
Summer visitors than Adiron- 
Gack region. It is a _ favorite spot with 
the uast population of New-York and Brooklyn on 
account of {te accessibility, cheap railroad fare, and 
desirable accommodations for people ot moderate 
means. The Park bill allows the commission to 
lease not more than five acres within the limits of 
the park to any one person vr corporation, for the 
erection of camps or cottages for the use and .accom- 
modation of cainpera, such leases to be general in 
form, except as to the term and amount of rental” 

The report states that forest fires during the 
past T= have done but little damage as com- 
pared with the destructive confiagrations which 
raged within the wooded districts several years 
ago, prior to the organization of the present fire 
warden system. With the rfection of this 
system the commission thinks that extensive 
forest fires will be a thing of the past. The con- 
sumption of spruce and other soft woods, cut in 
the North Woods by pulp mills, is increasing to 
an unusually large amount. 

The report shows that over 100,000,000 feet 
of these woods was used by forty-six wood pulp 
manufacturing corporations last year, which is 
about one-third as much as wasrun through 
the saw mills. Two-thirds of the report is de- 
voted to a description of the Adirondacks and 
suggestions for improvement recom mended. 





DECISION BY JUSTICE COL®?. 


HE THINKS CONGRESS MEANT TO HAVE 
GOAT HAIR ENTER FREE. 


Boston, Jan. 11.—Judge Colt of the United 
States court handed down a decision to-day in- 
volving millions of dollara. The court reversed 
the decision of the Board of General Appraisers, 
which assessed a duty of 12 cents a pound on 
common goat hair, and declares that it is en- 
titled to entry free of duty. 

The court bases its decision in determining 
the intention of Congress upon the practice of 
the Treasury Department heretofore. It holds 
that the intention of Congress, not the literal 
meaning of the words of the act, should deter- 
mine the decision, and declares that it could not 
believe that the lawmakers intended to place 
the prohibitory duty of 12 cents per pound upon 
goat hair unfit for combing. 

This hairis short, and is usefal only when 
mixed with wools in making carpets and rough 
blankets. All duties—a vast amount assessed 
under the Appraisers’ decisions—will have to be 
returned to the importers unless the Govern- 
ment carries the case to the Supreme Court. 





VIOLATION OF THE SUNDAY LAW.

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STATEMENT OF THE BIG BUSI- 
NESS DONE LAST YEAR. 


INCREASE OF MORE THAN TWO 
MILLIONS IN THE NET ‘ EARNINGS 
—EXTRACTS FROM PRESIDENT 
M’LEOD’S REPORT. 


The annual joint report of the Philadelphia 
and Reading Railroad Company and the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Coal and Iron Company 
was issued yesterday. The gross receipts from 
treffic in the year ended the 30th of last No- 
vember were $21,853,801, the gross expenses 
$11,862,219, and the not earnings $9,991,582, 
an increase of $2,300,000 over 1890. There 
was profit from other sources amounting to 
$528,150, which made the net earnings for the 
year $10,514,732. Outofthat amount had to 
be paid $2,838,350 in rentals, $4,502,882 inter- 
est acoount, and other sums, which left a sur- 
plus over the first charges of both companies of 
$1,864,961. 

Out of this surplus the Directors, under the 
provisions of the income mortgages, declared 
the full limited rate of 5 per cent. to be payable 
Feb. 1 on the first preferences and 44s per cent. 
on the seconds. There was an increase of the 
profit from the traffic of the railroad company 
for the year over that of the previous year 
amounting to $998,676, while the traffic ex- 
penses decreased $79,362. In pursuance of the 
policy of improvement there have been expend- 


ed for betterments and additions of a more per- 
manent nature $505,000, and for care and loco- 
motives $1,268,465, amounting in all to 
$1,773,469, which was carried to capital ac- 


oount. 

President McLeod reports that the Reading 
Company is practically free from floating debt. 
He says that the item of $1,150,000 bills paya- 
bile, shown in the balance sheet, represents notes 
given to secure the advances necess to com- 
plete the construction of the Philadelp Har- 
risburg and Pittsburg Railroad, the Port 
Reading Railroad, and the Tamaqua, Hazleton 
and Northern Railroad, and when these coin- 
panies sell and realize upon their securities, so 
much of the proceeds as may be necessary will 
be used to e@up the notes and the indebted- 
ness will be canceled. 

The report further says that arrangements 
have been completed for making provision for 
all necessary betterments, new equipment, and 
additional property which will be hereafter re- 
quired, by an issue of $10,000,000 collateral 
trust bonds, bearing 5 per cent. interest, which 
are unused and unpledged, and the proceeds 
willbe expended only forthe improvement of 
and additions to the present mortgaged estates. 
All new lines and extensions will either be of 
sufficient importance to provide the necessary 
funds independently, or their promotion will 
not be undertaken by the company. Within six 
years, and before the maturity of this loan, 
there will have been liberated under the plan of 
reorganization an equal amount of general 
mortgage 4s applicable to these purposes under 
the mortgage. 

The company owns stocks and bonds of the 
par value cf $40,683,050, which are represent- 
ed in the balance sheet at a cost of $22,669,000. 
A fair cash value of these securities Is said to 
exceed $20,000,000. 

The experiences of the past year have em- 
phasized the necessity for otber means than 
those hitherto employed in the distribution of 
anthracite coal in New-York Harbor and its 
tributary tidewater points. The early comple- 
tion of the new line to Port Reading on the 
Arthur Kill will remove the limitations upon 
the growth and extension of this traffic In that 
quarter, from which the business has suffered 
in the past. The work is cee rwage | rapidly, 
and will be ready early in the year for opera 
tions, long in advance of the season when the 
heaviest traffic is to be expected. 

The following exhibits the results of the oper- 
ations of the Coal and Iron Company for the 
year: Total receipts, $21,311,734.50; expenses, 
$20,829,068.68; surplus from operations, $482,- 
665.82. After charging all payments for the 
yearto operating expenses, the deficit is re- 
duced to $332,86v.68, against a deficit for 1890 
of $1,420,869. 33. 

The Reading coal lands comprise in extent 
about 33 per cent. of the entire anthracite coal 
fields of the State of Pennsylvania. There are 
16,783 men on the rolls of the railroad compa- 
ny; these added to the 24,754 in the employ of 
the Coal and Iron Company make a total of 
41,537, te whom were paid for wages during 
the past year $18,237,262.70. 

Not a single question was propounded at the 
stockholders’ meeting in Philadelphia yester- 
day at the close of the reading of President Mc- 
Leod’s report, and the report was unanimously 
adopted, with a vote of thanks to the President, 
Board of Managers, and the Chairman. Con- 
gressman 8. P. Wolverton of Sunbury presided 
atthe meeting. After the reading of the report 
the annual election was held, 794,597 shares 
being voted out of a total of 796,391.

THE HARLEM LINE.

FACTS REPORTED TO PRESIDENT DEPEW 
BY GENERAL MANAGER PLATT, 


C. D. Platt, General Manager of the Harlem line, 
submitted his annual reportto President Depew yes- 
terday. The average number of trains that passed 
over the Harlem Road per day last year (including 
Sundays) was4ll. The greatest number of trains 
in any one day was 632, and they included 2,362 
cars. The increase in the number of trains each day 
over 1890 was fifty-nine. An average of sixty-five 
trains in each direction stop at Mott Haven Station 
daily and, in the Janguage of the report, ‘these stops 
with the drawbvridge openipgs close the line three 
hours Tk nearly all of the time, between 7 A. M. 
and 7 P. M.” 

The improvements made during the year 1891 are 
deacri in the report as follows: 

“The electric transfer table has been taken ont, 
the pit tilled and covered with tracks connected di- 
rectly with the main yard. This change furnishes a 
mail yard long demanded by the Post Office Depart- 
ment, adds somewhat to the storage capacity of the 
tracks, and overcomes the delay heretofore necessary 
in placing cars over the transfer plate. Chang:s of 
track are in progress at Forty-ninth Street, which 
will affora easier access to the west yard and :n- 
crease the switching facilities now overcrowded at 
that point. 

“A new signal system for the tunnel, retaining 
the safeguards of the track circuit and the absolute 
block, at the same time overcoming the delays insep- 
arable from them, has been devise, otficially ap- 
proved by the Board of Railroad Commissioners, 
contracted for, and is now under construction.” 

The drawbridge over the Harlem River was opened 
11,438 times last year, an average of about 31 times 
each day.

4 PAPER ON BOMB THROWING. 


NATHAN E. BRILL’S INTERESTING 
TALK ON THE SUBJECT. 


The eighty-fourth regular meeting of the 
Society of Medical Jurisprudence was held last 
night in the Academy 0% Medicine, 19 West 
Forty-third Street. The occasion was one of 
special interest to the members, for it had been 
chosen as the evening upon which Judge David 
McAdam should resign his position as Presi- 
dent of the society in favor of Dr. Nathan E. 
Brill, who had been clected to the position at 
the previous meeting. 

After the usual routine business of the meet- 
ing, Judge McAdam made a farewell address to 
his friends and fellow-members. He thanked 
the society for the courteous and kind treat- 
ment he had received during his term of office, 
and gracefully acknowledged the wisdom of 
their late choice for the chair he was about to 


vacate. He believed, he said, that the old 
should make way for the youvg. The Judge 
concluded by promising to read a paper at some 
future date upon the subject of ** Malpractice 
in the Legal and Medical Professions.” 

The paper chosen by Dr. Brill for his inau- 
gural address was culled “‘Some Medico-Legal 
Reflections on Bomb Throwing and Responsl- 
bility.” He opened his address with a vigorous 
defense of the electrical execution law in this 
State, which he considered at present the most 
bumane system of execution in the world. His 
conclusions, he declared, were based upon his 
pointy expert supervision of the execution of 

oppy in Sing Sing prison, when he represented 
the society on that occassion. It was his belief 
that the death was instantaneous and practi- 
cally without any painful sensation to the 
criminal. 

The electric chair, however, was not yet per- 
fect. He advised that a special dynamo should 
be constructed for the infliction of the death 
penalty with a power of 2,500 volts. 

In the course of his discussion of the bomb- 
throwing question the doctor declared that it 
was more than possible that Norcross was not 
insane at the time he threw the bomb in Russell 
Sage’s office. 

“No reliance can be placed,” he said, “ upon 
the examination of the brain of Norcross. There 
in not sufficient legal evidence to convict him as 
the perpetrator, nor suflictent pathological evi- 
dence to conclude that he was insane, because 
the effects of the concussion and the post- 
mortem changes which the brain had undergone 
would objiterate the pathological signs some- 
times found in insanity.” 

As a safeguard against bomb throwing and 
dynamite terrors Dr. Brill advised a more 
stringent regulation of the manufacture and 
sale of explosives and a restriction in the dis- 
tribution of pamphlets instructing the public 
how to make explosives.

THE NEW-JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 


IT WILL ORGANIZE TO-DAY, AND THE 
SLATE I8 ALREADY FIXED. 


TrENTON, N. J., Jan. 11.—Assemblyman 
Patrick O’Neil of Hudson will be the biggest 
man in Trenton to-morrow, because the Patrick 
OWeil Association, three hundred strong, with 
Cappa’s band, will escort him to his seatin the 
new Assembly Chamber, but the biggest man in 
Trenton to-night is Assemblyman Moylan. Itis 
he who planned the Assembly Chamber, and 
throngs of people crowded it to-night to express 
their admiration for it. Gen. Heppenheimer, the 
State Treasurer, has spent the whgle evening 
comparing the workmanship on the new cham- 
ber with the seamy workmanship the Repub- 
lican State House Commission didon the main 
building a few years ago, and the advantages 
were all with him. The new room is certainly a 
thing of beauty. The members who have 


crowded the town for to-morrow’s organization 
meeting had nothing to do except admire it, and 
they can scarcely find words rich and full 
enough to voice their praise in. 

Gen. Heppenheimer says that it cost $180,- 
000, and to the uninitiated there seems to be a 
good deal of handsome work in it for so little 
money. Buttorthe new chamber there would 
be absolutely nothing to enguge the attention 
of the gathering Solons to-night. The organiza- 
tion slate has been completed by the selection 
by the bosses of Flynn of Cumberland to suc- 
ceed Pintard of Monmouth in the Journal clerk- 
ship of the Senate. The caucuses will not be 
held til the morning. The Hudson contingent 
is down here pressing for everything it can find 
for the heelers of the ballot-box-stufling bosses. 

The big chicfs are on hand, marshaling the 
forces. ‘ihey have picked out every man in the 
list of officers the bosses have chosen who has 
served two years, and they propose to oust the 
whole crew when found, ou tue ground that 
party usage entitles them only to two terma. 
They may succeed in forcing a heeler or two into 
a doorkeepership, but they will not have any 
luck in pushing new men iuto the higher places. 

There is avsolutely no opposition to the choice 
of Adrain of Middlesex for President of the 
Senate, and of Bergen of Somorset as Speaker 
of the Assembly, and both are entertaining their 
friends to-night on the certainty.

REAL RECIPROCITY. 

Whatever other effect may come from the 
resolution introduced in the House yester- 
day by Mr. BRECKINKIDGE of Kentucky, it 
is bound to bring on a tariff debate. This 
is a good thing. The country has been puz- 
zled hy the mixed doings of both parties 
and their prominent members since the 
opening of Congress. It will be well to 
give the leaders in the House a chance to 
say what they think, if they have anything 
tosay. The resolution is a good one, also, 
in that it goes to the core of the reciprocity 
humbug embodied in the McKinley law. It 
will be remembered that a few days ago 
Mr. BLALNE was ordered by the President to 
senda note of warning to various countries, 
mostly én the southern half of this con- 
tinent, telling them that the President 
deemed some of their taxes imposed on 
American goods“ reciprocally unequal,” and 
that, if no arrangement wasmade to change 
these duties to suit him, he would, on the 
15th of March, impose the duties author- 
ized by the McKinley law upon the products 
therein specified—i. ¢,, on sugar, molassé™, 
coffee, tea, and hides. Mr. BRECKINRIDGE 
cites this note, and proposes that Congress 
shall repeal the clause referred to as un- 
constitutional, and shall pass a substitute, 
which is the resolution submitted by him 
at the last session. 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE’s substitute goes at 
the problem of mutual trade in the right 
way. Instead of offering threats of retali- 
ation, which the Constitution gives Con- 
gress no right to authorize the President 
to carry out, it offers inducements that 
are strictly constitutional, are logical, and 
may be effective. The resolution author- 
izes the President to open the ports of the 
United States free to the products of any 
nation on the American hemisphere which 
imposes no export duties and which shall 
admit free to itsown ports certain specified 
products of this country, mainly food prod- 
ucts, agricultural implements, lumber, and 
manufactures of wood. 

Now, itis our own impression that Mr. 
HARRISON will not, as a matter of fact, 
undertake to use the authority which 
the McKinley law in form confers upon 
him, and will not impose the duties that ho 
threatensso valiantiy toimpose. We believe 
that he will hesitate to do so,in the first 
place, because as a lawyer, and a very able 
lawyer familiar with Constitutional law, 
he cannot help sceing that this provision 
is, to say tho least, of doubtful constitu- 
tionality. Moreover, itis not one of those 
assumptions of authority by Congress of 
which so many have crept into legislation 
unquestioned because there has been no 
one interested in contesting them, or 
because the interests affected favorably 
by them have far ontweighed those af- 
fected unfavorably. On the contrary, if 
this provision of law be carried into opera- 
tion, it will distinetly injure several 
active, powerful, compact, and well- 


gives them occasion. In the next place, 
we believe that Mr, Harrison will hesitate 
to tax at least one class of articles em- 
braced ‘in the law—hides—because he 
knows that, other things being equal, his 
party would lose at least two of the New- 
England States in consequence of such a 
tax. Heis not likely to deceive himself, 
and he certainly cannot deceive the con- 
sumers of hides in New-England, with the 
absurd notion that a tax on hides will be 
paid by the exporter. That is talk that 
does very well with those who do not 
distinctly feel a tax, and it answers 
particularly well in the ease of a tax that 
yields little to the Treasury and is paid 
mostly to the home manufacturer pro- 
tected by it from foreign competition. But 
there is not a tanner or a shoe manufact- 
urer in the land who would listen to it for 
& moment. 

But while we do not think that Mr. Har- 
RISON really means to carry out his threat, 
Mr. BRECKINRIDGR’s resolution is none 
the less pertinent, timely, and usefyl It 
disturbs nothing, but it does direct atten- 
tion in an emphatic manner to a possible 
evilinvolved in the tariff law of 1890. It 
must lead to a public exposure of the nat- 
ure and extent of that evil. It must com- 
pel the friends and supporters of the Ad- 
ministration to face the facts. And above 
allit must impress upon the public mind 
what real reciprocity is, and force upon 
those who have been deceived by the con- 
trivance inserted in the McKinley law at 
the last moment the fact that there can 
be no real reciprocity that is not opposed 
completely to the spirit, purpose, and 
effect of that law. 
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LIFE INSURANCE IN NEW-YORKE.

Evidently, there is no-use in trying to 
argue down a feeling of thiskind. What 
does not come from reason is not tobe re- 
moved by reason. Evidently, also, this 
feeling will be very greatly strengthened 
if the Columbian Exposition, which the 
West regards—and rightly regards—as a 
national affair, is treated by the East as a 
sectional affair. Holding aloof from the 
Fair, or entering into it in a niggardly 
spirit, will confirm the Western belief that 
the East is un-American and unpatriotic, 
and will make it inoreasingly diffieult for 
Eastern merchants to deal with Western 
merchants. This is a very practical out- 
come of a sentiment, and the dry goods 
men have set to work to eradicate 
the sentiment by inducing New-York to 
make a conclusive showing of her inter- 
est in the fair. The West may not under- 
stand that a project in which it is warmly 
interested has not excited the same inter- 
est elsewhere and that what it has resented 
as hostility is merely apathy. But the 
West is perfectly aware that the project 
has now been fairly brought to the atten- 
tion of the East in general and of New- 
York in particular. A continued exhibi- 
tion of apathy will, in fact, prove that tho 
Eastern States are indifferent to the suc- 
cess of a project to which the country is 
fully committed and in the success of 
which the credit of the country is deeply 
involved, and such an apathy would, in 
fact, be unpatriotic. , 

These are conclusive reasons why the ap- 
propriation for the representation of New- 
York at Chicago should befiberal, and why 
it should be prompt. The representatives 
from the purely agricultural districts of 
the State may, perhaps, be expected to op- 
pose any appropriation in the distribution 
of which their constituents do not clearly 
see where they “‘come in.” But the pros- 
perity of the State at large is the prosperity 
ofall classes of its inhabitants,and the pros- 
perity of the State at large would undoubt- 
edly be promoted by an adequate represen- 
tation of the State at Chicago. Moreover, 
there is no dispute at all that the prosper- 
ity of the city wjll be promoted by the 
success of the fair, and this argument 
ought to have force with the legislators 
from rural districts, who have in matters 
of taxation used the city so long and so 
unscrupulously as a kind of milch cow. If 
the cow goes dry it will be bad for the rural 
milkers. 

An appropriation of a million, as recom- 
mended the other day by the Chamber of 
Commerce, would very likely not be too 
much for the purpose of securing a worthy 
representation of the State at Chicago. 
Certainly it would not be too much for the 
purpose, which is really of greater im- 
portance, of testifying the cordial good- 
will of the richest State of the Union to 
the fair. Half that amount, however, is 
allthat is asked for, and there should be 
neither opposition nor hesitation manifest- 
ed in making that appropriation. That 
would secure the expenses of an organiza- 
tion worthy the State and the occasion, 
as well as of an official representation of the 
State, and the rest could then be left to the 
interests immediately concerned. The 
business men of New-York should supple- 
ment the action of the Legislature by sub- 
scriptions which are worth making from a 
strictly commercial point of view, and 
which are still better worth making for the 
sake of allaying a sectional sensitiveness 
that already amounts to soreness, and that 
if not wholly reasonable is at all events 
not unnatural. But as the indispensable 
preliminary of whatever else isto be done 
the bill prepared by the committee of the 
dry goods trade should be passed by the 
Legislature without delay. 





EXCISE LEGISLATION. 

If the friends of temperance, good 
morals, and public order do not wish to 
have the present Legislature enact an ex- 
cise law framed by the. organized rum- 
sellers of the State in their own interest, 
they will do well to begin operation to 
bring to bear on the Legislature the strong- 
est influence they can muster. Such a 
bill has been drafted and it will be intro- 
duced whenever it suits the convenience of 
its friends. Our Albany dispatch says that 

representative of the Retail Liquor 
ealers’ Association, who is in Albany with 
the billin his pocket, states it is not likely 
to be introduced for two weeks yet; but 
experience teaches that such statements 
of purpose are not always to be relied upon. 
At all events, the organization of opposi- 
tion, if it is to have any effect, should be 
prompt. 

“The bill which is to be introduced, so far 
as its contents are known, is substantially 
the bill which was known last year as the 
Schaaff bill, not because Mr. ScuHaarr had 
any hand in drafting it, but because he 
was selected to introduce it. The measure 
was drafted by or for the association of 
liquor dealers, and it represented their 
demands for the removal of the few 
reasonable restrictions upon their traffic, 
This bill, it will be remembered, never 
came to a yote. It was introduced 
and referred to the Excise Committee, 
which gave hearings to its friends 
and opponents. Its audacious features 
provoked intense feeling, It was shown at 
the hearings that nobody but the liquor 
Pe- 
titions poured in against it; one numerously 
signed by the clergy of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church attracted special attention on 
account of the manner in which it was 
treated by Speaker SHEEHAN, who is now 
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Senate. 

So mach hostility to the measure was de- 
veloped that it was never reporied back 
from the committee; but a substitute, 
sometimes called the Earl bill, but oftener 
and more properly Gov. Hitt’s bill, was 


a bill artfully contrived, after the Govern- 
or’s manner, to seem less obnoxious, 
while being in fact not less wicked, the 
proof of which is that it was quite accept- 
able to the liqnor sellers. This was rail- 
roaded through the Assembly in short 


Roan tasny a 


Every Democrat butone voted for it and 
every Republican but one yoted against it. 
Probably it would have been defeated in 
the Senate, but it did not come to a vote 
there owing to the dead-lock. 

The Schaaff bill represented the demands 
of the liquor sellers last Winter, and there 
is no reason to believe that they have 
abated in any degree, On the contrary, 
when their bill of this year becomes public 
it will probably be discovered that they are 
more rather than less audacious, because 
they now have more reason for expecting 
to succeed in getting all they ask for. 
They want, in the first place, liberty te 
open their saloons for the unrestricted sale 
of liquorsfrom 1 P. M. on Sunday to 1 A. M. 
on Monday. They will agree, it is said, 
if this is granted; to sell no liquor from 
midnight of Saturday until they open on 
Sunday afternoon. Such an agreement, it 
may be said in passing, is not worth a straw. 
It is not of the nature of the liquor-selling 
business to obey any law that interferes 
with its profits. They want Excise Com- 
missioners to have terms concurrent with 
those of the Mayors of cities, so that when 
they succeed in electing a Mayor they may 
be sure of haying Commissioners to serve 
them. The Schaaff bill contained and, 
doubtless, the new bill has provisions in- 
tended to make it very difficult to prevent 
any applicant from getting a license and 
practically impossible to cancel a license. 

They demand that Excise Commissioners 
shall have the power in their discretion 
to license liquor saloons to be kept open 
allnight in sections of cities where men 
are employed ajl night, or where it will be 
for the convenience of travelers; that is to 
say, wherever there is enough night patron- 
age to enabie saloons to keep open profita- 
bly. They demand also that the Commis- 
sioners shall have power to grant special 
licenses to associations giving balls to sell 
liquor all night. They wish also to get rid 
of the law requiring a real estate qualitica- 
tion of the bondsmen of liquor dealers. 
Furthermore and especially they demand 
thatit shall be made a misdemeanor for 
any police officer or officer or agent of any 
organization to enter a saloon in the hours 
when-it should by law be closed and try 
whether he can buy liquor in order to 
prosecute violators of the law. That 
is to say, the liquor dealers ask to 
have it made a misdemeanor for any officer 
to take the necessary means to discover 
whether they are obeying the. law in the 
brief intervals when they cannot legally 
prosecute their business. There were other 
provisions in the Schaaff bill calculated to 
break down other salutary restrictions on 
the traffic, as for example, the prohibition 
of sales to minors and the prohibition of 
gambling annexes to saloons. Whether 
these also are in the new bill we do not yet 
know; but probably they are.

INTERESTING TESTIMONY. 

A truthful reyiew of trade and the mar- 
kets for twelve months is full of snares and 
pitfalls for some of our high-tariff conteim- 
poraries. There is always danger, when an 
organ of McKinleyism publishes such a re- 
view, that there will be found in it some 
facts not strictly in accordance with asser- 
tions and arguments of an earlier date. For 
example, one of the Republican papers in 
Chicago published on Jan. 1 the market 
quotations for tin plate in every month for 
three years, thus showing clearly the ad- 
vance of price from $4.35 per box in May, 
1890, to $5.60 in December, 1891. As the 
same paper has repeatedly asserted in its 
editorial columns in the last three months 
that no advance has taken place and that 
“the foreigner is paying the duty,” the 
revelations of the trade review become em- 
barrassing. 

An interesting adniission is found ina 
review of “the iron trade in 1891,” pub- 
lished on Jan, 9 in the Manufacturer, which 
is the weekly organ of the powerful high- 
tariff association whose chief officer is Mr. 
Tuomas DoLan. It is as follows: 

“ The past year has been a quiet period in the 
steel-rail trade, but the year has been marked 
by at least one event of great importance, 
namely—the removal of the most formidable 
antagonist of the rail combination, 

“As the result of long-continued negotia- 
tions, which several times threatened to mis- 
earry, the Scranton Steel Company was consoll- 
dated with the Lackawanna Coal and Iron 
Company last Spring, and the actuating spirits 
of the Scranton Company were placed beyond 
power of opposing the combination for a period 
often years. It cost asnug sum to do this, but 
it was evidently considered as worth what it 
cost. One year ago the combination was ina 
state bordering on collapse, and rgils were

HELENA MODJESKA, 
Helena Modjeska, gfter an interval of two 


years, reappeared on the New-York stage last 


evening. The Union Square Theatre had not 
held sd large an audience for many weeks as 
that attracted to see her lovely portrayal of 
Shakespeare’s Rosalind. That performance was 
found to be changed only in superficial things; 
the soul of it was as of old. Mme. Modjeska bas 
discarded the forester’s boots of Ganymede in 
Act IIL, and her Rosalind now wears tights, 
frankly, like the merry Rosalind of Ada Rehan. 
This is not a profoundly important matter, but 
the daily newspaper aims to record all things 
of interest in all walks of lite. 

There were a few other new things in the rep- 
resentation of “ As You Like It”? by Mme. Mod- 
jeska and her company. One of these was the 
lamentably tiresome Touchstone of Mr. Beau- 


mont Smith, who was as unlike Touchstone as 
the Pierrot of the Latin nations is. It is a pity 
that Mr. Smith wag not permitted to exhibit hig 
oratorical powers in the lesser part of Adam, 
leaving Mr. Ben G. Rogers free to act the 
droll p ilosopher who uses his folly as a stalk- 
ing horse. There was algo @ strange, weird 
light on the stage in Act LiL, which cast the 
shadow of a small evergreen tree over miles of 
open country, and obscured the countenances of 
most of the players. 

But thatis enough of fault finding. The per- 
formance was generally adequate and satia- 
fying. Mr. T. B. Thalberg, @ young Engilsh 
actor, who made his first appearance in New- 
York ag Orlando, if lacking in romantic 
fervor, played with discretion and refinement. 
That trustworthy actor, John Lane, was an 
acceptable Jaques, choosing, in his delivery 
of the long speeches, a happy medium between 
the old-fashioned elocutioniste’ style and the re- 
flective manner of some recent piayers of this 
part that was well designed to suit ‘‘ the aver- 
age intellect.” Most of the other parts were 
read acceptably. 

Mme. Modjeska’s portrayal of Rosalind holds 
its Oownin comparison with any other embodi- 
ment of Shakespeare’s heroine seen on our 
stage since Adelaide Neilson passed away. Its 
single defect, to our mind, ig the actress’s 
foreign intonation, which, of course, in- 
evitably robs the text of much of its 
proper force and beauty. But »Modjeska’s 
speech has a strange fascination of its own 
which has always seemed to us uncommonly 
potent in this réle. Her conception of Hosalind 
as a Princess of the blood, a daughter of rulers, 
& woman capable of passionate love and able to 
control her passion, a woman in whose exquis- 
itely-sensitive personality all the best traits of 
womanhood seem to be crystallized, whose mer- 
riment is the appropriate expression of youth- 
ful high spirits, and not the sum of all her 
traits, is undoubtedly the true one. Her execu- 
tion of it is always apt and graceful, remarkably 
varied in tone, pose, and gesture, and controlled 
throughout by good taste. 

That quality of good taste, however, does not 
distinguish her manager, who quotes in print 
on the house bill a silly article comparing 
Modjeska's acting with that of Rachel, Ristori, 
Janauschek, Volter, and Sarah Bernhardt, 
greatly to the disadvantage of the fame of those 
actresses. Mme. Modjeska surely did not 
countenance that ill-advised adyertisement.

Verdi’s “Otello” was performed at the Metro- 
politan Opera House last eyening in the pres- 
ence of an audience which ought to have been a 
great deal larger than it was. Possibly the fact 
that the house is sold out for Patti’s appear- 
ance this evening may have had some bearing 
on the sigp of the assembly last evening. It is 
well known that Mme. Patti’s attractiveness is 
80 great that it diminishes that of g)) other Ital- 
ian operatic entertainments which are in her 
neighborhood. It is hardly conceivable that so 
noble a work as this mas «rpiece of Verdi’s can 
fail to be popular with the stanch adherents of 
all that is bestin what we vall Italian opera. 

The performance had some very commenda- 
ble features. M. Jean de Reszke was a splendid 
figure as Otello, and sang the music with a most 
artistic appreciation of its dramatically declam- 
atory character, yet without losing that indeti- 
nite grace of vocal expression which belongs to 
his school. His treatment of the réle was beau- 
tifully plastic, butit lacked the portentous re- 
pose which we have learned to associate with 
the best interpretations of the part. On the 
whole, however, his performance was an excel- 
lent one, and deserved the hearty applause 
which it received.

|} BEAUTY IN ART AND PORTRY. 
_——— 


PORNSS BY EDMUND CLARENCE STEDs 
MAN BEFORE THE GORTHE SOCIETY, 


More than 200 members of the Goethe So- 
ciety derived much pleasure last evening from 
listening to an intellectual and dainty addresé 
by Mr. Edmund Clarence Stedman on “ Beauty 
as an Element of Art and Poetry.” The meet 
ing was held in the handsome ballroom of the 
Hotel Brunswick. 

Mr. A. M. Palmer, the President of the socl+ 
ety, introduced Mr. Stedman, who, upon 100k- 
ing over the assemblage before him, in which 
bright women in beautiful gowns predominated, 
remarked that in such a presence instinct 
mioved one to discuss beauty in the conorete 
rather than in the abstract. , 

Some artists of the present day, Mr. Stedman 
said, disputed the declaration that the expres- 
sion of the beautiful was the indispensable 
function ofall the fine arts. Such artists,of course, 
pursued their avocations upon what they re- 
garded as fresh and original theories, but in 
reality they were still wooing the beautiful in 
new forms and new places. The only distinct 
revolt from the declaration quoted was on tha 
part of tuose who denied that beauty had any 
existence whatever—those who said that beauty 
was a chimera. % 

Mr. Stedman said he had no hesitation in con- 
fessing that he was not one of that class. The 
modern transcendentalists in their worship of 
beauty in the ideal could not see beauty in the 
abstract, but transcendentalists were specula- 


tors and not artists. The recantation of beauty 
by the transcendentalists, the realists, and the 
impressionists was, in the opinion of the speak- 
er, proof that they were searching for her in 
some of her other realms. 

It mattered not through which of the senses 
impressions were received. Beauty impressed 
itself through the senses, not only of sight, but 
of hearing, of touch, and of smell uty 
existed perpetually. It required but the inter- 
pretution of the senses to bring it within the 
scope of human realization, The great and 
beautiful cataract of Niagara might have been 
unobserved by mankind for centuries, but its 
beauty was there always. It required only an 
interpreter. The theory that beauty was 
chimerical led to error, and contempt for it on 
the part of certain artists who substituted 
for it that which was strange, bizarre, and 
audacious, 

Referring to the charm of the antique, Mr. 
Stedman spoke of the old-fashioned country 
homes, with their peculiar and substanti 
architecture, furniture, wall paper an 
everything in the same style. Such things 
became monotonous after a while to per- 
sops who grew up amid them, and ag 
Many persons as were able got awa 
from thém, and, as city folk, entered with fres 
zest upon the enjoyment of new things and new 
styles. By and by interest in the old and for- 
gotten houses, and furniture and decorations 
was revived. People of tne later generation 
eagerly sought them and admired them for theiz 
heauty, which had never ceased to exist, but for 
which people constantly used to their presence 
had lost their zest. 

Beauty partook of eternal youth, and im- 
preseed itself on all things. A poem that lacked 

eauty lost its force in art. Why was it that 
all the relica we had of Grecian poetry had such 
beauty? Were there no dullards, no bad poets, 
then? It was the belief of the speaker that 
where the works of one Grecian poet had been 
preserved to the people of to-day the works of a 
score had utterly Giaeppeered, having been de- 
stroyed as unworthy of preservation. In the 
poctey of any age or heyy A tongue there must be “ 

uman feeling to give it beauty and enduring 
fame. A soulless poem was like a stained-glass 
window with the light shiningon instead of

THE STATE LEGISLATURE |, 


COMMITTEE LISTS TO BE AN+ 
NOUNCED TO-DAY, 


THE LIQUOR PROBLEM LIKELY TO EM- 
BARRASS GOV. FLOWER — LIEUT. 
GOV. SHEEHAN AND SPEAKER BUSH 
HAVE FOLLOWED ORDERS. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 11.—The Legislature will 
reconvene to-morrow night, and the committees 
in both houses will then be announced, Lieut. 
Goy. Sheehan aud Speaker Bush spent the Sab- 
bath here, ostensibly to revise their lists, but as 
& matter of fact to be relievod from the impor- 
tunings of divers obstreperons legislators, who 
labor under the hallucination that representa- 
tives of the people have some rights that pre- 
siding officers are bound to respect. 

Very few Senators and Assemblymen are in 
town. The majority have left their fate in the 
hands of the Albany regency, and are willing 
to rest on the disposition made of them for com- 
mittee places. If the leaders of the Democracy 
can hold their forces to the end, in the same 
‘gtip they are in now, the session will be clean, 
and the lobby, which is already securing pala- 
tial quarters, will have but little to do. The 
three nominal legislative leaders—Gov. Flower, 
Lieut. Gov. Sheehan, and Speaker Bush—have 
all declared in favor of an early adjournment; 
80 have the three acknowledged leaders—Sena- 
tor Hill, I lara Croker, and Edward Murphy, 
Jr. The period fixed in the minds of a majority 
ot these genticmen is the middle of April; but 
the lobby proposes to have something to say. 
The “strikers” in both houses will demand reo- 
ognition. ‘And there is only one thing we can 
do,” said one of the reputable members to-day, 
“and that is not to see them when they go on 


a foraging expedition; the boys must have 
something.”’ 

Although the big leaders are confident in their 
ability to restrain the rapacity of their follow- 
ers, the presence of a strong and mixed lobby is 
an ominous sign—one that bodes little good for 
clean legislation. It must be confessed that 
many of the more conservative Democrats are 
beginning to see the danger to the party in con- 
trolling both branches of the Legislature and 
the Executive during a Presidential year. 


THE LIQUOR QUESTION AND GOV. FLOWER. 

Hardly has the Legislature been organized ere 
the wail of the rumseller is heard in the land 
He has been demanding proper recognition on 
the Senate Committee on Internal Affairs, to 
which will be referred all excise bills, and the 


Committee on Excise of the Assembly. He had 
no trouble to persuade Senator Hill to pack the 
committees in the interest of rum—a compara- 
tively easy task for Hill, who will not be called 
upon to pass judgment upon any legislation ina 
responsible capacity. Hill’s policy manifestly 
is todump as many political boulders in Gov. 
Flower’s path as come within his reach. , 

lf there is anything to scotch the reputation 
of a Democratic Governor of New-York with a 
Democratic Legislature behind him, it is this 
same excise question. Gov. Flower is an Epis- 
copalian; so is mary 4 Doane, who, for years, 
has been foremost in the rank of champions for 
high license. As yet the Governor has not se- 
lected his place of worship in Albany, but the 
fashionable church is Ali Saints’ Cathedral, at 
Swan and Elk Streets. The Goyernor, afew 
years ago, with the co-operation of his brother, 
Anson, constructed Holy Trinity Church at 
Watertown, at a cost of $100,000, and presented 
}t to the city. He has also constructed a memo- 
rial church at Therese in honor of his parents. 
The Flower Memorial attached to St. Thomas’s 
Guild, in New-York, is another monument to 
the Governor’s piety and generosity. Bat this 
excise question, with his Church on one side and 
his party on the other, will prove to be the most 
embarrassing that Gov. Flower will be called 
upon to act on this year. 

Morris Tekulsky of the Liquor Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation is in Albany to-night. “I have an ex- 
cise bill with me,” he said, “but it will not be 
introduced for a fortnight yet. The best pros- 
entation of the bill appeared in Saturday’s 
Times. What we want is not more legislation, 
but relief. We have too much legislation now.”

THE EFFORT TO STEAL SEATS. 


ROESCH’S COMMITTEE MAKING A FARCE 
OF THE CONTESTED CASES. 


ALBANY, Jan. 11.—If legislation is to be con- 
ducted by the Democrats this Winter on the 
lines suggested to-day by the Senate Committee 
on Privileges and Elections, which is ‘“ investi- 
gating” the claims of Democratic contestants to 
Republican seats, in furtherance of the scheme 
by which the party in power intends to intrench 
itself, itis high time that the people of the State 
awoke to a realizing sense of the situation and 
began to make preparations to “turn the ras- 
cals out” at the first possible opportunity. Such 
ga travesty on justice has rarely been seen. If 
Senator Roesch, Chairman of the committee, 
has an ambition some day to become ao Judge, 
and rumor has it that this is the case, his rulings 
to-day should forever disqualify him from hold- 
ing a position on any bench. 

The cases under consideration were the Hoyt- 
Donaldson in the Eighteenth and the Collins- 
Derby in the Sixteenth District. The Eighteenth 
District case occupied the attention of the 
pommittee from 10 o’clock until ©, when a re- 
cess of an hour was taken, and then the petition 
of ex-Senator Collins, continued from last Fri- 
day, was given a hearing until after 6 o’clock. 

Edward H. Hoyt of Ballston was fairly de- 
feated by his Republican opponent for the 
Senatorship in the Eighteenth District by a ma- 
jority of 309 votes. There was no suggestion of 
irregularities in the election until Hill and his 


fellow-conspirators suddenly conceived the idea 
that the voiers of the State had not been sufii- 
ciently outraged by the work of the Board of 
State Canvassers and began to look about for 
comparatively close Senate districts where 
charges could be trumped up against the success- 
ful Republican candidates. Senator Donaldson 
‘was marked for slaughter, and to-day’s proceed- 
ing was the first act in the farce by which he is 
tu be counted out. : 

The grounds of ‘the contest are absurd. In 
certain of the districts in Saratoga County the 
Inspectors’ of Election attached to the returns, 
which were forwarded to the Supervisors for 
canvass, ared sample ballot instead of oue of 
the ballots actuaily voted, as required by law. 
Hoytclaims that in every district where this 
happeued the entire vote must be thrown out. 
Of course, there were no red ballots except in 
the districts where Doualdson had a plurality. 

Counsel for Senator Donaldson offered to 
prove by Hoyt’s own witnesses that only 609 
red ballots were sent out, and that of this nuim- 
ber only 12 were actually used, but the offer 
was rejected by the committee. Counsel also 
offered to show, and was refused permission, 
that the Inspectors of Election had destroyed 
all the ballots which were really voted, so that 
when the returns were sent back by the Super- 
visors for correction there were only red, or 
salmple, ballots, which could be attachedto them. 
Still another thing which could have been 
proved by the contestant’s witnesses was that 
the stubs are still in existence, which show ab- 
solutely that the ballots voted were white, net 
red. 

The most sensational feature of the Collins- 
Derby hearing was the testimony of two wit- 
nesses, who calmly swore that they had re- 
ceived money for their votes on election day. 
Shairman Roeseh early in the proceedings an- 
nounced that the committee had decided not to 
be governed by strict ruics of evidence, but 
that, on the contrary, unusual latitude would be 
granted both sides in presenting facts which 
might throw light onthe case. The committee 
did not adhere to this :audalhle purpose. Senator 
Roesch insisted that they could not co back of 
the returns, and ruled out as not genuine all 
testimony which tended to show the true state 
of affairs. 

The counsel for Senator Donaldson were Judge 
J. 8 L’Amoreaux and Johp Person of Ballston 
Spa and A. D. Waitof Fort Edward; for Mr. 
Hoyt, George L. Lewis of Ballstov, ex-Senator 
Jobn Foley of Saratoza, and Jiyige L. E. Griffith 
of Troy.

Chairman Roesch of the committee thoucht 
that the contestant might be permitted to pre- 
sent his case, and added that Senator Donald- 
son would be given plenty of time to answer. 
Aes apreliminary it was admitted that Donald- 
son's apparent majority was 309, 

The first witness called was Edward F. Gross, 
County Clerk of Saratoga County. He had 
acted as Secretary of the Board of County Can- 
vassers. He produced the returns of the Seo- 
ond Election District of Clifton Park. The 
whule number of ballots cast for Senator in 
the district was 281, of which Donaldson re- 
ceived 175, Hoyt 67, Patterson, (Proh.,) 34, 
and blank 5. To the return was attached a 
red ballot, such as is used asasample. On this 
ballot was written, “ The whole number of bal- 
lots cast corresponding to the one hereto at- 
tached, 281.”" A red Democratic ballot with 
the same inscription was also attached. 

Chairman Roesch asked if any other red bal- 
lots had been voted. The witness replied that 
there had been. The return from the First 
District of Corinth was then produced. It was 
found that the total vote for Senator was 249, 
of which 142 were Republican, 61 Democratic, 
46 Prohibition. To this also were attached red 
ballots. On the accompanying receipt was 
. written, ‘‘The whole number of yotes cast cor- 
responding to the one hereto attached was 140 
‘strate.’’’ Mr. Gross thenread the returns from 
the Second District of Half Moon, in which Mr. 
Donaldson received 80 votes. Mr. Hoyt 61, and 
Mr. Patterson 5. Red ballots. were also at- 
tached to these returns, and Mr. Donaldson’s 
vote was certified as 81.° Red ballots were also 
attached to the returns from the Second District 
of Stillwater, in which there were 178 Repub- 
lican, 170 Democratic, and 17 Prohibition votes. 
The announcement of the return for Senator 
was not filledinin the space left forthat purpose, 
but was on another sheet. In the Fourth Dis- 
trict of Milton there weré 301 ballots cast for 
Senator, of which 171 were Republican, 124 
Democratic, and 6 Prohibition. It was evident 
from the return that the figures had been 
changed in many places. In Mr. Donaldson's 
case the figures of his vote had been changed, 
but not the written total. 

In Saratoga County Senator Donaldson re- 
ceived 6,397 votes and Mr. Hoyt 5,797. In Mr. 
Donaldson's total all the votes mentioned in the 
various returns presented were included. 

The Board of County Canvassers met on Tues- 
day, Nov. 10, and proceeded to canvass the 
vote. The returns from Clifton Park, Malta, 
Corinth, and Old Saratoga were missing. The 
returns for Clifton Park were sent back twice 
for correction, and all the other returns went 
back once. They were returned with no state- 
ment of the vote for the Socialist Labor 
candidate. The final return was made the fol- 
lowing Thursday. 

The other side then tookthe witness in hand. 
Judge L’Amoreaux asked how many red ballots 
had been printed for the town of Clifton Park. 

** Ninety-one,” replied Mr. Groas. 

The contestants atonce objected asking that 
the case be decided on the returns. There was no 
accusation against the clerk, counsel said, and 
there should be no going behind the returns. 
Judge L’Amoreaux replied that he proposed to 
show that not more than 25 red ballots had been 
printed for each district, and that not a 
single one had been voted, as the stubs, 
which had beon preserved, would prove. 
Judge Griffith, for the contestant, said that 
there could be no going behind the returns 
until the accuracy of the returns had been 
questioned. Mr. Hoyt had not been able to seek 
any redress until now. He asked therefore 
that his client be seated and that Mr. Donald- 
gon be permitted to appear as a contestant. 

This point was argued at length and with somo 
heat by counsel on both sides. Judge Griffith 
cited authorities in supportof his contention 
that there should be no going behind the re- 
turns. Judge L’Amoreaux said that he wished 
only to suow what took place and nothing more. 
He had supposed that a desire to discover the 
truth in the case, and not straight legal consid- 
erations, would guide the committee. If this 
were not so, be asked time to examine and cite 
authorities. 

Chairman Roesch said thatthe decision of 
this question lay at the bottom of the whole 
contest, and therefore he was disposed to allow 
soine latitude of argument. Judge Griffith then 
said that only the action of the Saratoga Board 
of Canvassers was under consideration. The 
districts in whichjred ballots appeared should be 
thrown out at once and Mr. Hoyt given the 
seat. His opponents answered that the com- 
mittee had full power to investigate everything 
connected with the case. After some whisper- 
ing among the members of the committee, 
Chairman Roesch announced that it was their 
decision, reached by a partisau vote, Senator 
Bmerson having come in, that the committee 
could not go back of the returns, but must act 
on the legality of the returns as established by 
the committee after investigation. 

Judge L’Amoreaux then said that he should 
impugn the accuracy of the returns for the pur- 
pose of cross-examination, and asked that he be 
permitted time for preparation. The committee 
refused to grantany delay. Judge L’Amoreux 
then took up the returns for the Second District 
of Clifton Park, in which the total number of 
votes cast was 281 and in which each Senatorial 
candidate was credited with 281 votes. “ The 
return is incorrect, is it not?” asked Judge 
L’Amoreaux. Counsel for contestant objected 
and the objection was promptly sustained. 

Judge L’ Amoreaux next oliered to prove that 
only twenty-five red ballots were sent to the 
Second District of Clifton Park, antl that all 
but two of these had been returned unvoted. 
Ex-Senator Foley's objection to this offer was 
of course at oncé sustained. Judge L’ Amoreaux, 
nothing daunted, then offered to show that in 
each of the districts in dispute all but two or 
three of the red ballots had been returned un- 
voted. Judge Wait proposed to show that the 
returns did not mean that red ballots had been 
voted, and that in factno red ballot had been 
voted at all. Both offers were rejected upon 
— by contestant’s counsel. 

udge L’Amoreaux asked the witness to ex- 
amine the returns and to say whether the at- 
tached Democratic ballots were not also red. 
The contestant objected strenuously to this, 
saying that the returns were the best evidence. 
The question was ruled out, Judge L’Amoreaux 
then asked that the returhs which Mr. Gross 
had produced in duplicate be thrown out in 
favor of the original returns from which the 
final canvass was made. The request was re- 
fused. 

Henry D. Safford, a Democratic Supervisor 
for a Half Moon District, was nextsworn and 
identified the original return from the Second 
District of Half Moon, The original return 
was offered inevidence. Judge L’Amoreaux of- 
fered to show by the witness that no red ballot 
had been voted in that district. Objection to 
the offer was sustainea by the committee, 
Judge L’ Amoreaux’s next offer was to show that 
red sample ballots bad been attached to the 
returns because the Inspectors thought that 
they would be committing a misdemeanor un- 
less they returned all the unvoted white ballots. 
The offer was objected to and refused. 

H. A. Champien, Supervisor from Clifton 
Park, identitied the original return from the 
Second District of his town, and it was placed 
in evidence. Judge L’Amoreaux oflered to prove 
by the witness that no red ballots had been 
voted in the district. This offer was, of course, 
refused. He then offered to show that the Su- 

ervisors were ignorant of the fact that the 
Ballot attached to the return must be exactly 
like the ballots voted. Objection to this offer 
was upheld. 

Ezra Sayres, Supervisor from Corinth, identi- 
fled the original return from the First District, 
and it wae offered inevidence. Judge L’Amo- 
reaux offered to prove by the witness that Mr. 
Hoyt and his counsel, George L. Lewis, were 
present and made no protest atthe canvassing 
of the vote. The offer was rejected on the 

round that the duties of the board were pure- 

y ministerial He then offered in evidence an 
affidavit of the three Inspectors of Election of 
the district, two Republicans and one Demo- 
crat, that no red ballots had been voted on elec- 
tion day. This atlidavit was promptly rejected. 
Then Judge L’ Amoreaux made the usual offer to 
show that no red ballots had been voted at the 
last election and why red ballots had been at- 
tached to the returns. His proposal met with 
the usual result. He next asked the witness to 
read the announcement on the back of the at- 
tached red ballot to the effect that it was a sam- 
ple ballot and not to be voted. 

H. O. Bailey, Democrotic Supervisor from the 
Fourth Stillwater District, identified the return 
from this district and it wae offered in evidence. 
Judge L’Amoreaux made his usual proposition, 
which was, as usual, rejected. Two of the In- 
spectors in this district were Democrats. 

James D. Alexander, County Clerk of Sche- 
_nectady, was next called to the witness chair. 
He identified the return from the Second Dis- 
trict of the Fourth Ward of Schenectady, where 
Senator Donaldson received 156 votes. In the 
return Donaldson's middle initial, J., was omit- 
ted. Red ballots were attached to the return. 
This was also the case in regard to the returns 
from the First ce Disttict, where Don- 
aldson received 73 votes and Hoyt 51. To 
Judge L’Amoreaux witness sald that there were 
mistakes in some of the other returns, but he 
had net brought them with him. Most of the 
mistakes in the others, he thought, were against 
Mr. Hoyt. 

The committee at this point decided to take a 
recess for an hour for luncheon. The Eighteenth 
District cas® will be taken up again at 10 o'clock 
to-morrow morning.

MR WORDEN’S RESIGNATION. 


——— 
CONFLICTING REPORTS OF THOSE AT A 
MEETING CONNECTED WITH IT. 


The New-York Presbytery of the United Pres- 
byterian Church met yesterday afternoon at the 
Firat United Presbyterian Church, at 250 West 
Thirty-fourth Street, to act upon the resignation 
of the Rev. Jarvis Worden, formerly pastor of 
the City Temple Church. The Rev. Mr. Worden 
resigned several weeks ago from the United 
Presbyterian Churoh and took orders in the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. He was followed 
in his relinquishing of the tenets of the United 
Presbyterian Church by the greater part of his 
congregation, who complained of the excessive 
austerity of the Church ritual, and especially of 
the fact that the use of musical instrumente and 
the singing of hymns were forbidden. 

The meeting was secret. An adherent of the 


Rev. Mr. Worden, who was present, summed up 
the action of the Presbytery as follows: 

“The sole reason of the Presbytery meeting 
was to decide whether or not Mr. Worden should 
receive bis salary for the last three months. At 
last December’s conference, when Mr. Worden 
was talking over his intended departure from 
the Church, it was decided that if he took his 
congregation out of the body of the Church he 
would pay back to the Presbytery, as the or- 
ganization is poor, the very moderate salary he 
has received from them for His two years’ work. 
But when we—the Elders of Mr. Worden’s 
church—came, in company with him, to 
this meeting and found that the Presby- 
tery’s sole motive was to dock him of his 
salary for the last three months, on the ground 
of insufficient notice given by him of his intend- 
ed resignation, Mr. Worden very rightly re- 
scinded his generous rerolution and we, speak- 
ing as the Elders of his church, told the 
Presbytery that in consideration of their dishon- 
est treatment of our pastor we would wash our 
hands of them and that we would refuse, now 
that he had left, toany longer assume the re- 
eT of the rent for the building—we 
have no chureh edifiee—in First Avenue, near 
Ninetieth Street, in which we worshipped. 

‘The Presbytery also refused to give Mr. Wor- 
den his credentials, but he said he stoodin need 
of no recommendations and would willingly 
chime in with an ‘Amen’ to all the Presbytery 
might say of him, whether good or bad.” 

The Rev. Mr. Thomas W. Anderson, at whose 
church the meeting was held, told a very dif- 
ferent story. He said that, though he had been 
present during the whole session, he had heard 
no mention of “salary” or “ rental’’; that the 
primal object of the meeting was to investi- 
gate the conduct of the Rey. Mr. Worden, who, 
while in appearance working for hls Church, 
had comsistently and in disguise worked against 
it; that no definite action had yet been taken, 
but that all was left over fora final meeting 
to be held on the 19th at the Third United Pres- 
byterian Ch»rch at 41 Charles Street. 

The Rev. Mr. James A. Reed, pastor of the 
Charles Street Church, on being asked to recon- 
cile the inconsistency of these statements, posi- 
tively refused to talk.

THE REV. A. C. DILL IS CHARGED WITH 
IMMORAL CONDUCT, 


Morristown, N. J., Jan. 11.—The Rev. A. ©. 
Dill, late pastor of the Sterling Presbyterian 
Church, is on trial here to-day before the Pres- 
bytery on the charge of immoral conduct. The 
Rev. Mr. Dill’s troublés with his congregation, 
the persecutions which he accused them 
of, the painting of his favorite horse 
red, white, and blue, and the conviction 
and fining of the guilty parties in the courts, 
have all been published. As soon as Parson Dill 
triumphed over his enemies to the extent of 
having them fined, they retaliated by accusing 
him of immoral conduct. The accusations are 
chiefly made by Herbert G. Torrey of the United 
Btates Assay Office, 8. G. Moffet, Justice of the 
Peace in Sterling, and Mr. Torrey's son. 

These are the parties wno were accused by 
Parson Dill of persecuting him.

D. Morgan Hildreth, Jr., who was the only 
regular Republican in the Assembly from this 
city last year, got up and fired a cannon ball 
right into the middle of that distinguished com- 
pany. Mr. Hildreth explained that he was 
wearied of bosses, and he resigned as a delegate 
to the County Committee from the district, al- 
though he proposed to remain a Republican. 
He did not mince matters in resigning. 

“There's a screw loose in the Republican 
Party somewhere,” Mr. Hildreth said, with the 
air of a man announcing a great truth. “I be- 
lieve in sticking to principles, notto men. I be- 
lieve ip fighting principles, not men.” 

Mr. Hildreth declared that the present leaders 
of the Republican Party were actuated by per- 
sonal animosities, and their conduct was dis- 
gusting and disheartening the rank and file of 
the party. The condition of things with the 
party in this country was due to mismanage- 
ment and neglect, and the failure of those re- 
sponsible for the party to do anything that 
would bring the organization up. 

Hitting straight from the shoulder, Mr. Hil- 
dreth said: “The whole secret of the matter is 
that the leaders indulge in too much personal 
— I was not borna a I iso- 

ated myself from my family, politically, to vote 
the Republican ticket. I wanted to vote for 
principles, not men. This matter of leaders 
turning men down is not the policy of Repub- 
licanism. Principle should always be kept in 
view, and people should be subordinate to prin- 
ciple. I intended to resign as a delegate to the 
County Committee from this district at the last 
meeting, but was prevented from doing 60. Inow 
tender my resignation. I don’t like slates and 
will not support them when I do not think they 
are right. i did not like the way the nomina- 
tions of delegates to the County Committee were 
hurried through. I do not think that there 
should be any bickerings in a committee during 
a Presidential year, and therefore I resign in 
the interest of peace and harmony.” 

Mr. Hildreth was asked afterward what lead- 
ers of the party he referred to. 

“To the whole of them,” said he. 

“To Jacob M. Patterson?” 

** Yes, surely to Patterson.” 

“To Platt?” 

“ Certainly; to Platt, Hiscock, and Miller—and 
especially to Jacob M. Patterson.” 

After the resignation had been accepted Joel 
W. Mason took his turn in entertaining the 
company. He wanted the two reports made b 
the committee appointed toinvestigate the civil 
service taken up for consideration. 

Chairman Clarke acknowledged that he had 
left the minority report in his office. 

* Well,” said Mr. Mason, “it would be an in- 
sult to intelligent men to ask them to consider 
a report that they know nothing about.” 

After it was found it would cost over $100 to 
print copies of both the minority and majority 
reports, a motion to print them was withdrawn. 
Mr. Mason then moved that “further con- 
siaeration of the reports be postponed until the 
next meeting.” 

Mr. Clarke thought there was a slap at him in 
this, and he would not entertain the motion in 
that form. He wanted to frame it to suit 
himself. Mr. Mason wanted his motion put. 

“IT don't want to appeal from the Chair,” sald 
Mr. Mason, “ but I want to tell you that you are 
wrong.” 

Joseph Murray said if Mr. Mason wouldn’t 
appeal from the motion, he would. He had 
been in many meetings where the Chairman had 
made curious rulings, but he had never 
been so unfortunate before as to be at 
a meeting where the Chair refused to 

ut a man’s motion. He said something about 

{[r. Clarke being a sample of the kind of men 
they had in the district, and Mr. Clarke rapped 
vigorously for order. 

Mr. Mason shook his fist at the Chair and ae- 
manded that his motion be put. Mr. Clarke 
said some courtesy should be shown the Chair, 

“Some courtesy should be shown to the mem- 
bers of this organization, as well,” said Mr. 
Maeon. 

After all this ado about nothing Mr. Mason’s 
motion was put. 

James W. Owens then drew out another illus- 
tration of harmony. He wanted a committee 
of three appointed to select new quarters for 
the organization. “‘I was talking to Elliott F. 
Shepard about it,” said Mr. Owens, ‘‘and he 
thinks we should have rooms more centrally 
— in the district, and fixed up more 
cosily.” 

**Do we want rooms for Col. Shepard, or just 
for the organization!” asked Charles A. Hess. 

Chairman Clarke appointed Mr. Hess, Mr. 
Owens, aud Col Shepard on the committee. 
“IT will be very glad to acton that committee,” 
said Mr. Hess. “I want to see if we cannot do 
something to make Col. Shepard do some work 

instead of blowing all the while.” 

This shocked Mr. Owens. “Oh, Mr. Shepard,” 
said he, “* has contributed large sums of money 
to this committee.”’ 

“We don’t want money, we want work,” said 
Mr. Hess, 

The pious Colonel will have a nice time on 
that committee. 

The meeting was about réady to adjourn, 
when Mr. Clarke said he had a few words to 
say. He has a habit of doing that. 

“Ts it the same old speech?” 
asked. 

Mr, Clarke went on to say that there was no 
reason for the Republicans to feel discouraged 
because there was a Democratic Legislature. 
“Whenever a State is gerrymandered,” said 
he, “the next election in that State always 
goes against those whe gerrymandered.” 
Then he said he was going to offer 
a prize The member of the committee 
who would induce the largest number of men to 
join the organization would get a prize. He 
would award it, and it would be a good prize. 

Then up rose good “Tom” Callahan, red 
of whiskers and ready of speech, with 
voice like a resonsnt fog horn and 
brogue as rich as the’ green isle 
ever exported. “Oho!” he exclaimed. ‘In 
1889 they offered a prize, too. Sure, they were 
goin to give the chap who rose up the vote in

THE YONKERS WATER SUPPLY. 


_ oO ; 
SUBSTANCE OF PROF. T.'M. DROWN’S 
REPORT ON THE SUBJECT. 


Prof. T. M. Drownof the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, who had been employed by 
the Yonkers Water Commissioners to make an 
analysis of the Grassy Sprain water with 
which that city iseupplied, and about which 
great complaint had been made on account of 
its bad color and fishy taste, has made his re- 
port. He says the coloris causéd by dissolved 
vegetable matter and it contains a moderate 
amount of organic matter, but the number of 
organisme in the water is not excessive. The 
r water in the reservoir contains a very 
¥ large number of microscropic organisms, 
which give the water a decided tur- 
bidity. The disselved organic matter is 
ponsiderable in amount and is to aslight ex- 
tent in a state of decomposition. The water is 
in short, unsightly and unpalatable. He could 
not say positively whether it was injurious to 
health, since he had not suflicient facts to base 
an opinion upon. He did not think the use of 
the water atthe present time would threaten 
the public health but the water is very far from 
® satisfactory drinking water, and measures 
should be taken to prevent a recurrence of the 
trouble in the future. 

The storage capacity of the works he says 
should be increased and the dam proposed in 
the upper part of the Grassy Sprain Valle 
should be begtin without delay. © Fort Fie) 
reservoir should also be built. The watershed 
of the Yonkers water supply was all that could 
be desired as acoliecting area’ He concludes 
by saying that with greater storage capacity 
and with carefully-cleaned reservoira the prob- 
ability of a recurrence of the trouble the city is 
now having will be very much lessened. 

It is now in order for the Board of Aldermen 
to vote authority to the Water Board to do 
what they have been seeking authority to do for 
years—pro vide additional reservoirs and make 
it possible to clean the one they have.

BEERS KNOWN IN CANADA 


MUCH INTEREST IS TAKEN THERE 
IN HIS EXPOSURE. 


A LARGE AMOUNT OF ‘INSURANCE SE- 
CURED BY NEW-YORK LIFE AGENTS 
REPUDIATED — ASSETS SWELLED 
THERE AS HERE—THE LANCTOT SUIT. 


' MONTREAL, Jan. 11.—The disordered condition 
pf the management of the New-York Life In- 
surance Company, as described from day to day 
in THE Tomes, has aroused as much interest in 
Canada as in the United States. Last year this 
company claimed to have issued policies in 
Canada amounting to $4,153,000. The amount 
actually issued and paid for, however, was 
83,070,000. The difference—$1,083,000—repre- 
gents the amount of insurance not taken, that 
is, insurance for which the application was 
made, but which the applicants refused to ac- 
cept. 

In other words, 26 per cent. of the business 
alleged to have been done by the company was 
repudiated, and more than a quarter of the ex- 
pense to the management was expended in 
business which had no real existence. 


In the last return made to the Canadian Gov-: 


ernment the Canadian assets of the company 
are set down at $2,551,000. This includes the 
value of a‘“‘stone building at_the corner of 
Place d’Armes Square and St. James Street,” 
placed at $700,000. The return of the assessors 
for purposes of taxation places the value of this 
property at $400,000, which is said to be more 
nearly its real-value than the figure named by 
the company. This building was opened in 
1889 with a grand demonstration, but as an in- 
vestment it cannot be said to have met the ex- 
pectations of the company, in which respect it 
closely resembles some of the buildings which 


THE Tomes hasifrequently referred to, built in - 


the West under the supervision of’ young Mr. 
Booth. 

A prominent real-estate.man of this city, 
‘whose judgmentin such matters is declared to 
"be first-class, said to-day that the rentale on the 
New-York Life’s building in this city have not 
yielded 1 per cent. per annum net. The whole 
of the fourth floor of the building and part of the 
fifth floor are-occupied by the company, its offi- 
rers and agents, and there is one very comfort- 
able room fitted up as an apartment in the 
tower. 

The somewhat unsavory reputation which the 
company bearsin this city is not, however, re- 
stricted to its investments in real estate. The 
courts have, on one or two occasions, been 
called on to decide certain issues between the 


agents of the company andthe public. Themost. 


noted one of these is the case of Meek against 


Lanctot, judgment in which was rendered by 
Mr. Justice Loranger, March 20, 1890. This 
action was nay my by Henry Meek, an agent of 
the New-York Life Insurance Company, against 

. B. Lanoctot, a merchant doing business at 
1,664 Notre Dame Street. The court dismissed 
the case, with costs, on the'graund of “fraud, de- 
ception, and false representation” on the part 
of the compeny © agent. 

Nov. 29, 1886, Mr. Lanctot took out a policy 
in the New-York Life insurance Company for 
610,000 on the fifteen-year endowment plan, 
paying an annual premium of $690.20, The 
policy was numbered 236,581. Lanctot paid 
jour premiums on the contract, but before the 
fifth had failen due, Meek, the agent, urged him 
to discontinue the payment of premiums and to 
take a paid-up policy for the amount of prem!- 
ums paid. He offered Lanctot dnother policy 
for the same amount and on the same conditions 
for a yearly premium of $590. This was $100 a4 
year less than the former premium, but Meek 
assured him that it entitled him to the same 
privileges specified in his old contract. 

Mr. Lanctot followed the agent’s advice, 
ceased payment on his policy, and made appli- 
cation fora new one, giving his note for the 
amount of the premium, $590. Subsequently in 
discussing the matter with a policy holder in 
another life company Lanctot found that be 
was paying an unusually low premium for a 
fifteen-year endowment policy. This led to an 
investigation. He found that he had received a 
policy for $15,000, made payable only upon his 
jeath, and with no options embodied in the con- 
tract. Thereupon he addréssed a letter dated 
Dec. 30, 1889, to David Burke, the company’s 
manager in this city, notifying him that a fraud 
had been practiced on him by Meek, returning 
the policy, and stating that he would not accept 
it or any other in the New-York Life under any 
consideration. Atthe same time his solicitors, 
Lafleur & Rielle, sent a note to Burke demanding 
immediate return of Lanctot’s note. Meek re- 
fused to return the note, and as Lanctot would 
not pay it he brougbt suit. 

The case came up for trial at the Winter As- 
sizes before Judge:Loranger. March 20, 180, 
judgment was rendered in favor of the defend- 
ant. In the course of his decision the Judge 
said: “The court believes that Mr. Lanctot 
took the. policy with the understanding that 
the terms were the same aa in the previous one. 
Considering that the defendant is not bound by 
his application for a policy; that the applica- 
tion is couched in technical terms difficult to 
comprehend unless with explanations from the 
agent; that he was influenced by the assurance 
of the agent, and that good faith on his part was 
met by false representations, persistently re- 
peated, and by evasive answers; considering 
that the defendaut was induced by deception 
and fraud and false statements on the part of 
the agent to sign the note, and that Lanctot has 
proved his allegations, the action is dismissed 
with costs.” 


SETTLED WITH MRS. APPLETON. 


SUIT CONCERNING THE PLAZA 
HOTEL COMPROMISED. 


When Judge Patterson took his seat in. Part L 
of the Supreme Court yosterday to continue the 
trial of the suit of Mrs. Laura V. Appleton to 
eject the New-York Life Insurance Company 
from possession of the P!s7a Hotel property at 
Fifth Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street, he was in- 
formed by the counsel in the case that a settle 
ment had been reached. The settlement. was 
made after the adjournment last Tuesday, when 
Judge Patterson put the case down for to-day, 
as he had other business of the court which he 
had to attend to. Wednesday, counsel met at 
the house of John Charles Anderson to take his 
deposition. Mr. Anderson was not in a condi- 


tion to give his testimony, and as the counsel 
sat together in the parlor the subject of a set- 
tlement was broached. 

Mrs. Appleton is the youngest daughter of 
John Anderson, who owned the site on which 
the Plaza Hotelis built. The New-York Life 
Insurance Company came into possession of it 
by foreclosing a mortgage. Their title was at- 
tacked by Mrs. Appleton on the ground that her 
father, whose will was mainly in favor of her 
brother, John Charles Anderson, was not men- 
tally competent to make 4 will. A similar suit, 
brought by Mary Maud Watson, a granddaugh- 
ter of Anderson, was compromised. 

The counsel for the New-York Life were Horn- 
blower, Byrne & Taylor and Joseph H. Choate. 
They were particularly anxious that the terms 
of settlement should not become known, and the 
lawyers representing Mra. Appleton, having 

romised that they would not disclose them, re- 

used to say anytbing as to how much money 
Mrs. Appleton would receive. Her ejectment sult 
against Fnet brother, John Charles Anderson, is 
also settled, and the entire litigation over the 
John Anderson property ended. 

The settlement in the Watson case is general- 
ly su ged to have been on the payment to 
Mra. Watson of $200,000, and it is not probable 
that Mra. Appleton has fared any worse. One 
authority h it yesterday that she received 

.000 from the insurance company. Mr.

He said thay up to the time 
he left Little Rock the New-York Life had not 
brought suit to compel payment on any of the 
a in question, as is usually done in cases of 
this sort. 

A significant fact is that the $160,000 which 
has thus been permitted to lapse without hav- 
ing netted the company a cent, and which has 
in reality cost the company money in the way of 
the expenses paid to secure it orginally, formed

THE BRINCKERHOFF TRIAL. 


INTERESTING TESTIMONY IN IT GIVEN 
BEFORE JUDGE INGRAHAM, 


The trial of the suit of Mrs. Harietta Brincker- 
hoff for an absolute divorce from her husband, 
Daniel D. Brinckerhoff, the wealthy cracker 
manufacturer, was continued yesterday in the 
Bupreme Court before Judge Ingraham and a 
jury. Mrs. Brinckerhoff herself was again on 
the stand and denied that she had been guilty 
as charged by her husband in hie long Mast of 
counter charges. She said that after she and 
her husband had agreed to separate and articles 
of separation had been drawn up he used to call 
on her at the place where she was living, and 
they remained good friends. 

William P. Durando,a Washington Market 
butcher, one of the men named in the counter 


charges made by Mr. Brinokerhoff, took the 
stand and denied positively that he had ever 
been guilty of any wrong with Mrs. Brinoker- 
hoff. He said that ho bad called on her and had 
taken her to the theatre. He thought that he 
had takeh her to the theatre about forty-eight 
times. Wheu she was living at 24 West Fifty- 
ninth Street he called for and left her at the 
door, but he was seldom in her apartments. He 
might have been in them balt a dozen times. 
Mr. Durando was closely cross-examined by 
ex-Surrogate Rollins, but he porsisted in all the 
statements he had made and was not confused. 
Duncan Boyd, the janitor of the building at 
126 West Sixty-sixth Street, to which Mrs. 
Brinokerhoff went after leaving the Fifty-ninth 
Street place, took the stand to testify to having 
seen Mr. Durando in the house with Mra. 
Brinckerhoff, but he was not allowed to tell his 
story, as it was held that it was not in rebuttal. 
A. H. Stoiber, a lawyer. testified in rebuttal to 
having drawn up a paper in 1884 which Mra. 
Brinckerhoff signed. © was sure ehe read the 
paper before signing it, although Mra. Brinoker- 
hoff has declared in the trial that she did not 
sign it. This paper is a confession. 
The trial will be continued to-day.

JUDGE LIPPiNCOTT POINTS OUT THE 
WAY TO RID THE CITY OF VILE DENS. 


Counselor Leon Abbett, Jr., yesterday re- 
newed his application to Judge Lippincott in 
habeas corpus proceediugs for the release of 
Siegfried Cronheim, at whose dive in Hoboken 
the Sunday law has been persistently violated, 
to bail pending his trial The court took evi- 
dence to show thecircumstances of the case. 
It was shown that Cronhecim had once been 
fined for keeping his place open on Sundays. 
Daniel Spencer testified that he had seen a epar- 
ring exhibition and heard a woman in skin 
tights sing at one of the Sunday ‘* perform- 
ances.’’ Detective Gallagher's testimuny wus 
of the same purport, except that he had not 
seen the skin tights. Several persons testitied 
to the sale of beer during the * performances” 
on Sunday, and Recorder McDonough testitied 
to the trequenoy of Cronheim’s arrest for his 
Sunday exhibitions. : : 
Judge Lippincott, in deciding the matter, took 
occasion to say that the courts could not re- 
press these vile Sunday dens if no indictment 
be presented after the arrest of the culprit. He 
sald: 
“The Grand Jury is absolutely master of this sub- 
ject; responsible to no power save only their own 
consciences and public sentiment, and it must be 
left to the citizen acting in his sovereign capacity to 
correct the abuses, if any exist, by placing o:ficials in 
power who will summon Grand Jurors who have an 
earnest desire to perform the duties of their official 
station according to their oath of office and the law 
oftheland@ I am moved to make these remarks ve- 
cause I think the public should understand tliat com- 
laints made before this court are no more efficacious 
fh bringing offenders to justice and forcing this crim- 
inal law than when the complaints are made before 
any of the Jastices of the Peace of the county.” 
At the end of the address tho Judge fixed the 
bail at $10,000. Charles Cohen of 224 Washing- 
ton Street became surety. 


CHARGES AGAINST A GUARDIAN. 


JOSEPH KAEMMERLIN’S ACCOUNTS DIS- 
PUTED BY HIS WARD. 


When Joseph Kacmmerlin of Garnerville, 
Reckland County, applied to Judge Cullen in 
the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, yesterday to 
have his accounts as guardian of Catherine E. 
Salford passed upon, W. P. Prentice, on behalf 
of the ward, objected, alleging that the account- 
ing contained false items.

THE CONTEST FOR THE PRESIDENCY OF 
THE BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


The pending contest for the Presidency of the 
Board of Education has probably prevented the 
immediate appointment of a successor to Con- 
gressman Joseph J. Little. The board has 
twenty members. Commissioner Adolph L. ‘San- 
gor and President Hunt are the only candidates 
now in the field. Each feels that he has s majori- 
ty on his side. Friends of President Hunt have 
been importuning Mayor Grant to appoint Dr. 
Peaslee to Mr. Little's place before the mecting 
to-morrow, knowing that Dr. Peaslee’s vote 
would be polled for Hunt. The Mayor, not 
wishing to do anything in any way to influence 
the contest, has, it is said, refused to make any 
appointment until after to-morrow, when, it is 
asserted, he will appoint Dr. Peaslee. 

Mr. Hunt’s friends have been using as an 
argument agaiust Mr. Sanger that he wae in 
favor of electing Dr. Wiluam L. Harris, Chief of 
the Educational Bureau at Wasbington, to the 
place now a by John Jasper. While Mr. 
Sanger has made no secret of his opinion that 
the office of City Superintendent of Schools 
could be better filled than -3 John Jasper, he 
has not indicated any especial preference for 
Dr. Harris, but bas classed him with Super- 
intendent Bascom of Springtield, Superintendent 
Draper of the Departmentof Public Instruction 
at Albany, and Prof. Dwight, as representing 
the kind of man who should be elected to 
Jasper’s place. 

Jasper and his friends are exerting every 
effort to keep Mr. Hunt in the Presidency. The 
Hunt combination includes all of the Normal 
College ring and all of the elements in the pub- 
lio school system that are wedded to the pres- 
ent organization and ourriculum and are 
opposed to all measures looking to its improve- 
ment. Hunt himself is credited with an ambi- 
tion to become either the President of the 
College of the City of New-York, in Gen. Webb’s 
place, or City Superintendent of Schools, in Jas- 

er’s place, and the Presidency of the Board of 
Sduocution he desires again asa round in the 
ladder that will land ‘him in one place or the 
other. 

Mr. Sanger is blamed by some of his support- 
ers for not getting around among the Commis- 
sioners and importuping them for their votes, 
but others regard this as a recommendation 
rather than a fault. He has taken advanced 
ground in favor of the improvement of the sys- 
tem, and if he is defeated to-morrow his friends 
say it will mean that there can* come no im- 
provement of the public-school system oxcept 
through the Legislature, acting independen 
of the board. 

The Committee on Sites and New Schools yes- 
terday resolved to submit to architectural com- 

etition the plans for the proposed new admin- 
stration building and hall for the Board of 
Education, to be erected on the northwest 
corner of Fifty-ninth Street and Park Avenue.

STATEN ISLAND BURGLARS.

HOUSES ROBBED SUNDAY NIGHT AND. 
NO CLUE TO THE THIEVES. 


Burglaries continue to occur every night or 
two on Staten Island, despite the efforts which 
are being made to capture the thieves. Three 
houses were entered Sunday night, and property 
valued in all at over $1,000 was stolen. The 
locality raided is whatis known as the “Stokes 
cottages,” at New-Brighton, where a score of 
New-York business men have their homes. 

At the residence of Col. E. F. Phelps a pantry 
window was forced withajimmy. The thieves 
ransacked the lower floor, but took only articles 
of solid silver or gold. Among the articles taken 
were a set of tea spoons, a pocketbook contain- 
ing a collection of foreign ooins gathered by the 
Colonel, and Mrs. Phelps’s purse, containing a 
small sum of money. 

At the hoise of Edward 8. Twinning they 
found an unlocked window in the dining room 
and ransacked the ground floor. They secured 
@ quantity of silverware there, but seem to 
have been frightened away. The greatest haul 
was made at the residence of George M. Pin- 
ney, Jr. Mr. and Mrs. Pinney have but re- 
cently settled in their own home, and almost all 
of their silver wedding presents were stolen, to- 
gether with asmall sum of money and other 
articles valued at about $500. 

On Saturday night the store of L. A. Silvey, in 
the centre of Port Richmond, was robbed, and 
the house of George Poynter, inthe suburbs of 
that village, was entered. The thieves had two 
great bundles of plunder tied up in sheets when 
they were evidently alarmed and fied. 

Details of police in citizens’ clothes have been

y two months, but no arrests have been made, 
and so far as can be learned not a single clue to 
the thieves has been secured.

Now the 
young woman cannot be found. 

William H. Kennedy, who was formerly in 
charge of the Money Order Department of Sub- 
Station No. 2 of the Post Office in B. 8. Caskey’s 
drug store, at North Moore and Hudson Streets, 
was arrested Dec. 16 for not making proper re- 
turns of money orders. A shortage of $399 was 
found. Miss Mollie Whearty had succeeded him, 


and it was because of her accounts that the 
arrest was made. She said that Kennedy, on 
giving up the position to her, told her she was 
to keep back a portion of the amount of the 
money orders in making returns to the depart- 
ment. For instanve, if she issued Money Order 
No. 33, she would mark itas No. 21, and so keep 
about twelve orders bebind all the time. 

Last Summer she left the drug store and told 
the same thing to Mrs. Caskey, who followed 
her. This led to the discovery of the shortage. 

Kennedy was arrested, but investigation 
showed that all the alleged errors had been 
made long after he gave ap the position. He 
was honorably discharged. he girl meanwhile 
bas disappeared and cannot be found. She isa 
sister-in-law of Francis H. Cogan, a olerk in 
Station Aof the Fost Office, and lived at his 
house, 209 East Forty-fourth Street. Cogan has 
been suspended, as he promised to have the girl 
in court when wanted. 

Caskey has been compelled to make good the 
amount of the shortage, as he was the agent of 
the postal authorities.

DANIEL HAMILION MISSING. 


‘CORNISHMEN SAY THAT HE HAS MONEY 
BELONGING TO THEM. 


Daniel Hamilton, better known as “Dad” 
Hamilton, kept the Miners’ Arms Hotel sat 2 
Front Street formany years. He wasa Cornish- 
man, and his hotel was patronized largely by 
Cornishmen when on their way to or from the 
country. It was at the Miners’ Arms that Wright 
and Ruttinger stopped last Winter. Ruttinger 
drowned himself at Tottenville, 8. I.,and Wright 
—or Evans—cut his throat at the Astor House. 
Hamilton also boarded many second-class 
steamship passengers, and he was the best- 
known man in the city in his line of business. 
He was popular, and was reputed to be worth 
a good deal of money. He lived with his family 
at New-Dorp, 8. I. 

Nihe months ago Hamilton moved to 67 Clark- 
son Street, near the Cunard Steamship Pier, 


and opened # much more pretentious place. 

He did a small banking business in connection 
with his hote!, and tookinto partnership W. D. 
Haubury, a young Californian. Cornishmen 
on their way home would stop at his place and 
leave their money with him on trust, getting 
in return a draftona Liverpool banking con- 
cern, He would turn this money over to ad- 
Vantage and then cable it to Liverpool on the 
day the holders of the drafts were due there. In 
the middle of December forty Cornish miners 
from the West stopped with Hamilton and put 
money in his hands aggregating $8,000. They 
gotdrafts and sailed on the Umbria Dec. 12 
and the Majestic Dec. 16. 

Sunday four of these Cornishmen, named Ball, 
Yarnall, Pugh, and Wallwood, came back on the 
Adriatic and alleged that Hamilton had kept 
the $8,000 and had failed to honor their drafts. 
They inquired for him in vain at his hotel. 

Hamilton has not been at the hotel since Jan. 
1, and his partner, Hanbury, said last night that 
he had no idea of his whereabouts. 

‘“‘ Hamilton bas been hard up for money for 
some time,” he said. ‘Recently he lost $30,000 
in a printing-press invention. He was here on 
Jan. 1, but [have not seen him since. I put 
= in the safe that day, and the next 

ay Hamilton and the money had vanished. 
The banking business had no connection 
with the hotel, which was recently char- 
tered as a stock concern, with Hamilton 
as President and me as Secretary and Treasurer. 
There are no claims against the hotel. Three 
weeks ago Hamilton took $8,000 from forty 
Cornishmen and failed to cable money to honor 
their drafts. He succeeded in borrowing £300 
and cabled that over, and our bankers have 
used that to aid the Cornishmen and help them 
back to America. Hamilton used the $8,000 to 
pay off some of his old debts. Four of the 
Cornishmen have returned, and I expect the 
other thirty-six back on every steamer.” 

No warrant has been issued for Hamilton's 
arrest, and no charges have been made against 
him at the Charlies Street Station. The four 
Cornishmen are stopping at Hamiltun’s Hotel.

AFFAIRS OF THE BRIDGE, 


—_—__-o—— 
BROOKLYN TRUSTEES CATCH THEIR 
NEW-YORK BRETHREN NAPPING. 


The Brooklyn members of the Board of Trust-* 
ees of the New-York and Brooklyn Bridge’ 
caught their New-York fellow-trustees napping’ 
yesterday. 

By what was evidently a preconcerted ar-’ 
rangement, every member of the Brooklyn con- 
tingent of the board went to the bridge office 
éarly, and a caucus was held up stairs in Chief 
Engineer Martin's rooms. The caucus was pre~ 
sided over by Mayor David A. Boody, and it 
was resolved to hold together and prevents 
further tightening of Tammany’s grip on the 
bridge. 

When 3:30 o’clock arrived, the Brooklyn 
Trustees filed down stairs and into the Trust- 
ees’ room, headed by Mayor Boody, looking 
very solemn and severe. In the delegation 
were ex-Mayor James Howell, Seth L. Keeney, 
George W. Anderson, Tax Collector Alden 8, 
Swan, Gen. Alfred C. Barnes, Moses May, City 
Controller Theodore F. Jackson, Reuben Riley, 
and John Mollenhauer. The only New-York 


Trustees present at the meeting, besides Pres- 
ident Wagstaff, were Isidor Wormser, Clarence 
A. Henriques, and J. G. K. Lawrence. 

As soon as the meeting was called to order 
Mr. Riley moved that the special order of the 
last weeting be taken up. ‘Chis was the report 
and recommendations of Cummissioner of Ac- 
counts Michael F. Daly on the administration 
ofthe bridge. The report was presented at the 
December meeting. It found the finances of 
the Howell administration all right, but recom- 
mended that the Treasurer of the bridge have 
the power to —— and suspend his assist- 
ants and subordinates and require bonds from 
them. The Treasurer is a Tammany map, 
George B. MoClellan. 

There was no opposition from the New-York 
Trustees to Mr. Riley’s motion. Gen. Barnes 
moved that the report be laid on the table, and 
that it be declared the judgment of the board 
= no further action on the report was re- 
quired. 

Gen. Barnes’s motion was adopted, the Brook- 
lyn Trustees voting solidly for it and the New- 
York Trustees voting against it. This action 
disposes of the report finally, as there can be 
no reconsideration of the matter excepton a 
two-thirds vote, and that isimprobable, since 
the Board of Trustees is equally divided between 
the two cities. 

A draft of a bill to be introduced in the Legis- 
lature was approved by the board. »The bill is 
an amendment to last year’s law authoring 
the sale of bonds of New-York and Brooklyn to 
provide money for the proposed terminal im- 
ae. That act fixed the interest on the 

onds at 3 per cent., but no bonds could be sold 
at that figure. The new bill amends the law so 
as to increase the interest to 4 per cent., and 
limits the amount of Brooklyn bonds to $100,- 
000 and of New-York bonds to $500,000. The 
bonds are torun for not less than thirty years 
and are to be exempt from taxation. 

Gen. Barnes called up the resolution offered 
by him a year ago in reference to a claim for 
$5,000 by the widow of Col. William H. Paine 
for unrequited services of Col. Paine in getting 
the patents for the present cable grip and set- 
tling the claims of other patentees. There was 
at first a disposition on the part of the Brooklyn 
members of the board to rush the claim through, 
and Mr. Howell urged such action, but Mayor 
Boody was not in favorof such a course, and 
Mr. Mollenhauer objected on the ground that 
Paine had been already well paid for his serv- 
fees, having been for a long time in regular em- 
ploy on the bridge at a good salary. Mr. Worm- 
ser made a vigorous objection, and Gen. Barnes 
finally agreed to have the matter referred to a 
special committee to report at the next meeting. 
Chairman Wagstatf put Messrs. Howell, Worm- 
ser, Barnes, and Henriques on the committee. 

Trustee Swan said after the meeting that his 
resignation as a Trustee would probably be 
handed in to-day. 

During December the receipts from the car- 
riage way on the bridge were $7,145.67, and from 
the railroad $98,472.90, a total of $105,618.57. 
The ———— were $295,748.34. At the 
end of the month the cash in bank and on hand 
amounted to $163,180.32. The number of 
passengers carried on the railroad during the 
month was 3,590,640, a daily average of 115,- 
827, as compared with a daily average for No- 
vember of 114,323, The cash fares very nearly 
equal the number of tickets suldin bunches, and 
are increasing more rapidly than the sale of 
tickets in bunches.

MES. MILLERS PECULIAR WILL. 


IT IS FOUR FEET LONG AND CONTAINS 
ONE HUNDRED BEQUESTS. 


A will the most pecullar of any ever récorded 
in the Surrogate’s office of Westchester County 
has just been filed there. It is the last will and 
testament of Isabella C. Miller, of Bedford, 
who died Dec. 17, 1891, and was written by her 
Feb. 16, 1891, while in her seventy-ninth year. 
It covers both sides of a single strip of paper 


four feet long, and every word is intelligible, 
although misspelled and closely written. 

Mrs. Miller's property is estimated at $5,000. 
She wills her money in sums of from $5 to 3300 
to her heirs-at-law. The old lady’s only public 
bequest is $50 to the Bedtord Baptist Church. 
She leaves to her sister-in-law, Mrs. Smith. one 
pairs of sheets, her best counterpane, one 
worsted shawl, and two mahogany stools. She 
wills a stand 150 years old to George W. Water- 
bury, and if he does not want it directs the 
stand to be given to his brother. To Mrs.

GOV. M'KINLEY IN OFFICE 
IMPOSING CEREMONIES AT HIS 
INAUG UBATION. 


THE NEW GOVERNOR DOES NOT THINK 
OHIO’S BALLOT LAW IS PERFECT, 
AND MAKES SOME SUGGESTIONS FOR 
ITS AMENDMENT. 


OoLuMBUS, Ohio, Jan 11.—William MoKinley, 
Jr., was inaugurated Governor of Ohio to-day 
with imposing pageantry unexampled in the 
State's history. 

Notwithstauding the severity of the Winter 
weather the city was crowded with people from 
all parts’ of Ohio and large delegations from 
neighboring States. Not since the National 
Grand Army Encampment of 1888 has Columbus 
euch 
demonstrations. The occasion has been non- 
partisan, the political friends and foes of the 
new Governor all joining with the utmost har- 
mony and zeal in the inauguration exercises and 
parade. All the State institutions and city 
schools had a holiday to witness the demonstra - 
tien. 

Hours before the Gubernatorial chair passed 
from the occupancy of Gov. Campbell to his 
successful antagonist the streets were crowded 
and general business was largely suspended. 
At11:30 A. M the Legislature, Supreme Court, 
Btate officers, and members of the press as- 
sembled in the Senate Chamber, and from there 
preceded by Gov. Campbell and Governor-elect 
McKinley, marched to the rotunda of the Oap- 
itol, where a stand had been erected for the 
peremonies. Usually these have taken place on 
the east terrace of the Capitol, but Major Mc- 
Kinley having just recovered from the grip, it 
was deemed prudent not to expose him to the 
wintry blasts without. 

At noon, after a happy introductory speech 
by Gov. Oampbell, Chief Justice Marshall J. 
Williams of the Supreme Court administered 
the oath of office to Major McKinley, who tbere- 
upon assumed the functions of the Governor- 
ship. He then delivered his inaugural addrese, 
surrounded on the stand by his wife, ex-Gov. 
Campbell and family, the Legislature, Supreme 
Court, members of the press, relatives of his 


ee and other distinguished and invited 
guests. 

In his inaugural address Gov. McKinley, 
speaking of protection to railroad employes, 
said: 


“ Your attention is called to the importance of mak 
jng every provision possibie for the better protection 
f railroad employes within the State. Their service 
8 of the most hazardous character, and railroads 
should be required to equip their lines with every 
improvement caloulated to prevent accident, There 
are nearly 80,000 persons employed by the railroads 
within the limits of Ohio, who serve the public with 
greet danger tolife and health, aud nothing should 
withheld from them which legislation can do to 
throw around them every possible sateguard. 

“The last report of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission, up to June 30, 1891, shows that in that year 
2,451 railroad employes were killed, and 22,891 
others were injured. It is believed that a large per- 
centage of this fearful sacrifice of life and limb can 
= prevented by the enforcement of proper legisla- 

on. 


On the subject of the new ballot law of Ohio, 
the Governor said: 


“The new ballot law, from my observation and in- 
formation, meets with very general favor in its scope 
and purpose, althvugh imperfect in some of ite feat- 
ures. itis a step in the right direction, and should 
not be touched except where it can beimproved. It 
can, no doubt, be made better to serve ite purpose by 
amendments which experience has already sug- 
gested. At the recent State election thousands of 
electors voted for the candidates for Governor 
oft their respective parties who were at the 
h of the tickets, believing that they 
were voting the entire party ticket. This 
occurred as to all the party tickets. The 
true intent of the elector was therefore not regis- 
tered by the judges, for they were required to cdpnt 
such ballots only ior the candidate before whose 
name across was placed, Would it not be advisable 
to provide that there should be but one method of 
goarking the ballot—namely, by requiring the elector 
to place @ cross mark in front of tie name of every 
candidate for whom he desires to vote : 

** The duties of county and city boards of elections 
should be more clearly defined. A “deadlock” as to 
signing the returms, and another as to issuing a oer- 
tificate of election ip one of the Senatorial districts, 
and the lack of remedy in the courts to salve the 
diificulty, show that in other particulars there is im- 
perative demand for amendmcnts to the law. 

“ The case referred to suggeste the following: When 
such a difficulty as that presented to the Muskingum 
County Board arises, and the County Board refuses 
to send in a legal return, the count should neverthe- 
less be made of the returns from the counties regu- 
larly made, anda certificate issued to the person 
thus appearing to be elected, so that the foundation 
an be jaid for a contesi,and the district not deprived 
of representation because the law and the courts 
are ineifectual to give relief.” 

On the question of reapportioning the Con- 
epvanal istricts of the State Gov. McKinley 
Bald: 


“ You will be required under the new census to re- 
district the State for Representatives in Congress. 
This will afford you an opportunity to arrange the 
districte with fairness to ail Make the districts so 

in their relation to the political divisions of our 
eople that they will stand until a new census shall 
taken. Make them so impartial that no future 
Legislature will dare disturb them until a new cen- 
éusand a new Congressional &pportionment will 
make a change imperative. Extreme partisan- 
ship in their arrangement should be avoid- 
ed. There is a sense of fair play among 
the people which is prompt to condemn a 
flagrant misuse of party a at the expense of 
popular sutirage. Partisanship is not to be discour- 
aged, but encouraged in all things where principle is 
at stake; but a partisanship which would take from 
the people their just representation, as in the case of 
the Cougressional red ene | by the last Legislat- 
ure, is an abuse of power which the people are swift 
to rebuke. You must have observed trom the re- 
turns of the late election that the party which car. 
ried the State by a plurality of more than 21,000, 
and which received » peeaty in 51 counties of the 
88 in oe carri but 7 Congressional dis- 
tricte of the 2]-—the minority part thus 
controlling two-thirds of the Oongressionai districts, 
and the majority party only one-third. It will be 
your dut; re-enfranchise the citizens of Ohio who 
were di chised by the last legislative ‘gerry- 
mander,’ and to restore to the people their rightful 
voice in the national House Representatives. 
Free suffrage is of littice service tthe citizen if its 
torce can be defeated by legislative machinations in 
the form of a ‘gerrymander.’ The districts should 
be made so as to give the party majority in the state 
@ wajority of Representatives, and so arranged that, 
if the majority shall change, the Representative 
majority shall also change.”’ 

Gov. McKinley concluded as follows: 

“The elections of last November have given to 
one of the political parties of the State an almost 
unprecedented majority in both branches of the 
Legislature. So large a majority will require from 
every member of the dominant party the exercise of 
the greatest conservatism. I need not remind you 
that exceptional responsibility follows the great 
trust which has been reposed in yea, by the people, 
who in turn will hold you w the highest and strict 
est accountability.” 

MqKinley's inau- 
gural, the Governor and his staff and party pro- 
ceeded to the grand stand on Kast Broad Street 
to review the parade.

OF GOOD WORK DONE. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE WOMAN'S 
BRANCH NEW-YORK CITY MISSION, 


7 

The sixty-ninth annual meeting of the Wo- 
man's Branch of the New-York City Mission 
was held yesterday at the mission building, 129 
East Tenth Street. Mrs, L. 8 Bainbridge, 8u- 
perintendent of the mission, presided, and read 
a@paper describing the work done by the Wo- 
man’s Branch since it was originally organized 
in 1822 as the Female Tract Soolety. 

Mrs. Shortly, Treasurer of the mission, read a 
report showing that the Woman's Branch had 
expended something over $20,000 in the course 
of the last year, and that ite income had falien 


so far below its expenditures as to leave as defi- 
cit of $74 Aprivate subscription was begun 
upon the completion of the report, and the 
deficit was made good before the meeting ad- 
journed. 

Mrs. Shortly’s report showed that the whole 
amount spent by the society in city charities 
aggregates $157,000 a year, the larger part of 
which is expended in gifts of money to the de- 
serving poor, and to those asylums and homes 
that are in needof funds. There are forty- 
seven women missionaries attached to the 
Woman's Sranch, besides seven trained nurses 
who live in the mission, where they have es- 
tablished a training school for nurses and a 
girls’ sewing school. A “ babies’ refuge” is 
“another of the departments of the charity's 
work, consisting of a home for those infants 
whose parents are too poor to provide for them. 

The meeting was concluded with a short talk 
about the society’s work by the Rev. Dr. Bur- 
reil, 


MARTIN BURKE'S INJURIES. 





HE WAS TERRIBLY BEATEN, BUT WAS 
NOT SURE WHERE OR BY WHOM, 


Martin} Burke,{an employe of the Manhattan 
Storage Company, reached his home at 341 
East Thirty-ninth Street early Sunday morning, 
his face and head so beaten and swollen as to 
be almost unrecognizable. He could not ex- 
plain anything about the cause of his injuries, 
and soon became unconscious. The ambulance 
was called, and he was sent to Bellevue Hos- 
pital.

They are determined to 
keep up the dance, and there would surely be 
bloodshed should any attempt be made to mo- 
lest them.

WORK OF THE STATE HOMEO- 
PATHIC HOSPITAL, 


SUGGESTIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
MADE BY THE TRUSTEES—OVER- 
CROWDED WITH OLD-SCHOOL PA- 
TIENTS—NEW BUILDINGS NKEDED. 


The twenty-first annual report of the State 
Homeopathic Hospital at Middletown has been 
presented to the Legislature by the Board of 
Trustees. The publication covers a brief but 
interesting historical sketch of the hospital 
and the record of the institution for the year 
ending Sept. 30, 1891, together with a number 
of suggestions and recommendations likely to 
prove beneficial to thé interests of the hospital 
and ite inmates. 

At far back as the Autumn of 1869 the project 
of establishing an asylum where homeopathic 
treatment of patients might prevail was set in 
motion by Dr. George E. Foote and others. 
Prominent homeopathists made liberal sub- 
scriptions to the enterprise, and in the following 
year—a large farm being purchased meanwhile 
and the foundations of the main structure laid— 


the institution was incorporated as the ‘State 
Homeopatauic Asylum for the Insane at Middle- 
town” and became one of the public charities of 
the Commonwealth. 

The institution was designed Fomasy and 
solely for the accommodation and treatment of 
the insane of all classes residing in any part of 
the Btate for whom homeopathic treatment 
might bé desired. In acoordance with this 
fundamental principle the hospital became & 

ublic institation, ¢ince which period it has 

n favored with generous bequests and gifts 
from its friends, and many thousands of dollars 
have been derived from the willing contribu- 
tions of private patients. These funds have 
been expended in ipproving the grounds, 
buildings, walks, and drives, in constructing 
greenhouses, inimproving the sanitary condi- 
tion of the establishment, and in adorning and 
beautifying the wards. Throughand owing to 
this means it has been possibie for the man- 
agers of the institution to Adorn the hospital at 
Middletown with a profusion of floral beauties 
which constitute at once a charm and an inspi- 
ration. 

* After twenty-two years of effort in ite be- 
half,” the Trustees say, “and after seventeen 
years of practical experience in the homeopatii- 
6 treatment of the insane within ite walls, the 
friends of the institution most omphotically 
desire ite continuance and ite freedom from all 
interference by those who may be opposed to it 
on the und of medical creed.” 

Tothis end the management is of the opinion 
“that those who believe in homeopathy, and 
who, when seaffering with other diseases, em- 
ploy voluntarily the means of cure known as 

he homeopathio, are justiy entitled to preced- 
ence and preference over all others in entering 
the State Homeopathic Hospital for treatment. 
Since our wards are overcrowded with old- 
school patients from the Middletown district, we 
are unable to appropriately accommodate pa- 
tients who prefer homeopathic treatment and 
who reside in any of the fifty-three counties 
outside of this district. We submit to the Legis- 
lature the fact that this is an unwarrantable en- 
croachment upon the liberties of the people and 
upon the right of medical freedom, which every 
citizen should enjoy as unrestrictedly as he may 
Boe suey civil, political, and religious free- 
om.’ 

The Trustees petition the Legislature to pass 
some suitable and acceptable act in behalf of 
the homeopathists which shall secure unre- 
stricted freedom of choice in medical matters 
to all the citizens of the State who may become 
afflicted with insanity. It is stendfastly be- 
lieved by ite friends that the State Homeopathic 
Hospital at Middletown is worthy Of the conti- 
dence which the public has reposed in it, that 
its record of usefulness Warrants its continu- 
ance intact along the line of its original pur- 
pose, and that the homeopathists of the State 
are fully entitled to the special privileges which 
the institution was designed to accord. 

The last Legislature set apart $110,000 for 
the erection of new buildings at Middletown for 
the accommodation of patients sent to the State 
Hospital from county asylums. This amount 
provided for the construction of two detached 
cottages, built on the slow combustion plan, of 
wood, for patients of the quiet class, who do not 
require daily hospital treatment; a new laundry, 
new boilers for steam-heating purposes, the intro- 
duction of an electric light plant, and the erection 
of a one-story structure known as Library Hall, 
designed in imitation of the Greek Parthenon. 
The Trustees suggest an addition to the number 
of cottages already attached to the hospital es- 
tablishment and ask for appropriations to oar 
on and amplify the work in progress in the insti- 
tution, inclusive of the costof new buildings 
absolutely required, $115,000, 

The Buperintendent’s report shows that the 
capacity of the institution, which is given as 
675 patients, was largely overtaxed during the 
roor just closed, the average number of inmates 

eing 709. There were admitted during the 
year 176 men and 179 women, the whole aoe. 
ber under treatment being 498 men and 46 
womeh, or a total of 961. Of this number 113 
—55 men and 58 women—were discharged as 
cured. The receipts of the institution from 
all sotroes aggrega 91,108.78, and the dis- 
burseinents for the fiscal Yoer were $243,- 
464.67, the weekly per capita cost of mainte- 
nance of patients, including clothing and 
officers’ salaries, being . The industrial 

ursoite and occupations of the inmates of the 
nstitution resulted in swelling the cash re- 
ceipts of the hospital nearly $15,000, the sale of 
farm and garden products during the yeer ag- 
gregating $12,775, and the value of articles 
nade or manufactured by the patients reaching 
@ total of $2,000, 

The Homeopathic Hospital receives pauper 

atients unter an order from the County Super- 
ntendent of the Poor of any county of the 
State, to which such insane person may be 
chargable, at a weekly charge to the county of 
$4.25 for the first three years, while for a longer 
term $2.50 per wuek is charged for each person. 
Indigent persons not paupers, (in cases where 
insanity hag not been over one year’s standing,) 
are received on tné order of a County Judge. 





DEALING IN FUTURES BEGUN.

OPTIONS ON HOPS QUOTED ON THE 
HOP DEALERS’ EXCHANGE. 


Dealings in futures were begun yesterday at 
the Hop Dealers’ Exchange, when options were 
quoted on New-York State, Washington, Ore- 
gon,and California hops for February, March, 
April, May, June, and July delivery. Brokers 
seemed shy of each other, and at the first call 
differences between prices bid and asked ranged 
from % to 3% cents per pound. They came to- 
gether at last, and about 200 bales were sold 


for February at 2549 cents and for April at 26 
cents, New-York State hops in both cases. This 
was an advance of about 142 cents per pound 
*since last week. 

There are about forty members of the ex- 
change. When the membership shall pass 
seventy-five, us is expected to occur soon, a 
fee be charged for selling privileges. The 
hope of increased membership is based on the 
facilities promised by the exchange for crop 
statistics and general information calculated to 
insure s market presumably uniform in all parts 
of the country. The need of some such agency 
is advocated from the course of the market in 
former years. Hops varied in «pa in 1882 
from 20 cents. per pound to $1.25 per povee. 
Since then there have been variations within a 
ange year from 5u cents to 10 centa, from 40 
cents to 9 cents, and from 35 cents to 8 cents. 

The hop year begins in September. In Au- 
gvst last the price was 12 cents. The year 
started with the price at 13 cents, since which 
time it has steadily advanced.

THE EDISON ELECTRIC LIGHT COM- 
PANY’S LITTLE SCHEMB SPOILED. 


The proposition of the Directors of the Edi- 
son Electric Light Company to pay its stook- 
holders a dividend of 80 per cent. in bonds 
secured by collateral, bearing interest at the 
rate of 6 per cent. and payable in 1899, has 
been nipped in the bud. Judge Barrett of 
the Supreme -Court yesterday handed down 
a decision granting the application of Martin 8. 
Frank, a stockholder, for an injunction to pre- 
vent the dividend being declared. Mr. Frank 
has sued the company and the Edison General 
Electric Company to prevent the absorption of 


the Electric Light Company by the General 

Company. He applied for the injunction in 

that suit, alleging that the dividend scheme was 

a part of the plan for having the Electrio Light 

Company gobbled up by the General Company. 
Judge Barrett's opinion follows: 


“A good deal wassaid upon the argument as to 
the plaintiff's bad faith, but on examining the papers 
I find no evidence of it. Heise simply a small stock- 
holder, and be purchased his stook after the consum- 
mation of the matters sought to be avoided by this 
action. But there is no evidence that he purchased 
his stook forthe purposes of a lawsuit or to be 
bought off, nor can such conduct be fairly inferred 
from any circumstance referred to in the - papers. 
Certainly he did not purchase with reference to the 
matter now complained of, as that matter seems to 
have been but lately contemplated. Upon the whole, 
I do not feel justified in refusing to oonsider the 

»laintitf’'s charges because of any inherent intirmity 
n his position as a stockholder. 

“I may add that this question of the plaintiffs 
good iaith and his right to ordinary equity was the 
only one upon which I had any doubt when I took 
the papers. Of the inherent illegality of the pro- 
— scheme I had no doubt, nor, after refiection, 

ave Inow any doubt. Upon what principle cana 
corporation iseue ite bonds in order to raise money 
to declare a dividend! That is simply borrowing 
money for the purpose contemplated. True, securi- 
ties are to accompany the bonds as collateral, but if 
the bonds are not d at maturity and the securities 
are insufticient for their liquidation in full, the com. 
pany will be lable for the deficiency. That 
deficit may impair, nay, miay wipe 
capital. oubtless the company might sell 
these securities and divide the proceeds. if 
there were any way by which the company 
might raise money upon them without resultant lia 
bility something might be said in favor of the meas- 
ure. But clearly the company cannot properly raise 
money upon its obligation, with or without seourity, 
in order to declare and pay a dividend to its stock- 
holders, The soheme fs not even a temporary one 
dependent upon securities of fixed value. The bonds 
are not, in fact, to mature for years to come, and the 
eoqart es are of a tluctuatingand entirely unsettled 
value,

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FIGHTING TRIM 


THE MONITOR MIANTONOMOH COM- 
PLETES HER TRIALS. 


HER BIG GUNS WORKED SMOOTHLY AND 
NO ACCIDENTS OF ANY CONSEQUENCE 
OCCURRED—THE EFFECT PRODUCED 
BY THE FIRING. 


The trial of the guns and mounts of the dou- 
ble-turreted monitor Miantonomoh was finished 
on Saturday afternoon, eleven guns having 
been fired during the day, making a sum total 
of twenty guns fired during the trial. In every 
respect the trial has been a great success, the 
fow delays and misbaps being only those which 
are always encountered in using new machinery 
for the first time. 

Blight defects were found at different points, 
and some of the valves did not work as smooth- 
ly as they might, but these have been or soon 
will be remedied, and everything will then be 
in perfect working order. 

Besides the satisfactory results obtained in 
the use of these new mounts, three other things 
were pretty definitely settled; first, that the 
shipisin every way fitted to withstand the 
shock of firing ordnance of such size; second, 
that ships of this class do not make good sea 
boats, and should not, except in case of emergen- 
oy, be sent to sea, but should be used exolusive- 
ly for harbor and coast defense; and, third, that 
they are very hard to steer on a straight course, 
having so much beam and no keel. 

The guns were all fired first with the reduced 
charge of 155 pounds of powder, with the valves 
80 set as to allow arecoll of about 31 inches. 
As soon as this point was reached, the gun was 
loaded with the intermediate charge of 206 
pounds, which gave a recoil of about 36 inohes. 
Finally it was fired with the full charge of 256 
pounds, giving a recoil of about 41 inches. 

Previous to Saturday all the guns were fired 
abeam, but on that day three of them were 
trained at different points on the quarter from 


the after turret and two forward of the beam 
from the forward turret, to ascertain the effect 
on the deck. The down stroke from the muzzle 
of the gun out-board was very severe, but the 
decks stood it very well, being only a little 
burned by the powder. The canopy over the 
cabin hatch was completely demolished, the 
strong brass rods being broken and twisted, and 
several %-inch bolts holding the hatch combing 
had the heads blown off. The officers whose 
rooms were juss under the guns were less fort- 
unate, and although preparations were made to 
receive the shock, lamps, crockery, and ink- 
bottles were smashed, ventilator plates were 
knocked out, and some of the rooms were pretty 
badly wrecked so far as their contents were 
concerned. 

As a final teston the ship witu which to end 
the trial, both guns in the after turret were 
loaded with full charges, making 512 pounds of 
powder and 1,000 pounds of shell, and fired at 
the same time, the officerin the conning tower 
firing both with a single pressure of the electric 
button connected with the two electric primers. 
The shock and concussion, as may well be im- 
agined, were very severe, but the ship stood the 
strain splendidly. 

She then returned to her anchorage in Gardi- 
ner’s Bay, and Sunday morning started on her 
return to New-York. The engines were driven 
at about fifty revolutions per minute, giving the 
ship a espe of about ten knots. At 8:30 the 
anchor was dropped in Hempstead Bay, L. I. 

Early Monday morning the evgineer’s depart- 
ment bad its men at work connecting the 
steam-steering engine and fotting it ready for 
use in peotes jthrough Hell Gate. As soon as 
everything was in working order the anchor was 
hove Ls and the last of the cruise was begun. 
The difference inthe handling of the stp be- 
tween the hand and the steam steering gear 
was most marked. With the latter she could be 
held steady or headed to one side or the other 
with the greatest ease, the reason being 
that the helm could be put from hard 
astarboard to hard aport in a few 
seconds with the steam gear, while by 
hand it required nearly half a minute. No 
accidents happened on the way in, and the sbi 
came down the East River to the accompani- 
ment of steam whistles and the shouts of the 
people on the shore. The navy yard was 
sighted at about 1:30 and the ship’s distinguish- 
ing number hoisted at the mast head. This 
being answered by the receiving ship Vermont, 
the Miantonomoh headed for the dock at the 
foot of Main Street, and under the skillful 
handling of Lieut, Commander Asa Walker, the 
executive officer, she was soon safely and 
securely moored. 

The story published in a sensational morning 
newspaper of recent date that some of the of- 
ticers had their ear drums injured by the tiring 
of the gun is absolutely false, as every precau- 
tion was taken to guard egainst such an acoci- 
dent. The shock, as a matter of fact, was very 
much less than was expected. There were posi- 
tively no accidents of any consequence through- 
out the cruise. 


BOMB-PROOF JOHNSON 





DEAD. 


HOW HE GOT HIS QUEER SOBRIQUET 
FROM GEN. GRANT. 


John Johnson, better known aa “bomb-proof,”’ 
a demented but perfectly harmless negro, is 
dead. He was well known in Grand Army cir” 
cles and had lived by the charities of Grand 
Army men for the last twenty years. 

Johnson received his queer sob ri quet “ bomb- 
proof” from Gen. Grant. When the Union 
troops were making their approach toward 
Richmond, artillery duels between the Confed- 
erate atrénghold, Fort Darling, and the United 
States batteries at Harrison’s Landing were of 
daily ocourrence. It was not often that the 
Confederates’ shells did any harm, but, one 
day, “‘ascreamer” fell among a number of 
othcers who were seated before their tents. 
John Johnson, then an intelligent young con- 
trabrand, and the servant of one of these ofti- 
gore, wee present. The sheli rolled directly to 

8 fee 

Each one did his best to get away from the 
neighborhood of the unwelcome visitor, except 
Johnson. Ho stooped and attempted to roll the 
shell toward the embankment, intending to hurl 
it over into the ditch, but before he could oarry 
out his purpose it exploded. 

The officers hastened back to where the brave 
fellow had fallen, expecting to find him dead. 
He was merely. stunned, however, and bore not 
the atigugs sign of having been wounded, but 
after he had recovered it was seen that the 
shock in some way had affected his mind, 
although not enough to make him unfit for duty. 

Some time after this oceurrence Johnson was 
court-martialed for something he had done aud 
found guilty. The verdict of the court was sent 
to Gen. Grant for his approval, The General, 
who knew of the shell incident, sent the verdict 
back with this indorsement: 

“* Not approved. ‘Bomb-proofs’ are not re- 
sponsible.

APPROVAL OF THE BRUSSELS AGREB- 
MENT AND CONGO STATE TARIFF. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The Senate, to-day, in 
executive session, ratified the general act 
signed at Brussels July 2, 1890, by seventeen 
powers, including the United States, for the re- 
pression of the African slave trude, and also a 
convention of commerce and navigation be- 
tween the United States and Independent State 
of Congo, signed at Brussels July 24, 1891. 

The Slave-Trade Treaty was sent to the Sen- 
ate by the President nearly a year ago, and but 
afew weeks remained of the time allowed for 
the exchange of final ratification. Sixteen of 
the powers represented at the Brussels confer- 
ence had signed the convention many months 


ago, and the failure of the Senate to dct upon 
the convention until this late day was caused 
by a reluctance on the part of a number of the 
Senators to recognize the justice of a partition 
of Africa among the nations of the world. 

This sentiment was voiced strongly by Sena- 
tor Chandler when the treaty was under con- 
sideration last year, and again at the beginning 
of this session he introduced a proposed amend- 
mnent to the pending ratification act, disclaiming 
on the part of the United States any approval 
of the wisdom, expediency, or lawfulness of 
protectorates in Africa. There was no sub- 
stantial objection to the treaty on other 

rounds, so it was ratified to-day, the views of 
the Senators who sided with Mr. Chandler being 
recognized in the adoption as 4 part of the 
ratifying act of the language of Mr. Chandler's 
amendment. 

The full textof the resolution as adopted by 
the Benate is as follows: 

Resolved, (two-thirds of the Senators present con- 
curring therein,) That the Senate advise and consent 
to the ratification of the general act signed at Brus- 
sels July 2, 1890, by the Plenipotentiaries of the 
United States and other powers for the suppression 
of the African slave trade and for other purposes. 

Resolved, Further. that the Senate aivise and con- 
sent to the acceptance of the partial ratification of 
the said general act on the part of the French Re- 

ublic, and to the stipulations relative thereto, as set 
orth in the protocol signed at Brussels, Jan. 2, 1892. 

Resolved, Further, asa part of tnis act of ratifi- 
cation, that the United States of America, having 
neither Dee pra nor protectorates in Africa, 
hereby disclaims any intention, in ratifying this 
treaty, to indicate any interest whatsoever fh the 
possessions or protectorates establishe! or claimed 
on that continont by the other powers or any av- 
proval of the wisdom, expedienoy, or lewtulm: & 
thereof, and does not join in any expressions on tie 
said genera? act which micht be construed ag such a 
declaration or acknowledgement; and for thia reason 
that it is desirable that acopy of this resolution be 
inserted !n the protocol to be drawn up at the time 
of the exchange of ratifications of this treaty on the 
part of the United States. 

The provisions of the slave-trade convention 
are, in substance, as follows; 


They look to the occapation of the interior of the 
Congo basin by the powers, by means of strongly- 
fortified stations, in such a way as to make thelr re- 
pressive action effectively felt in the territories de- 
Vastated by slave hunting, the construction of 
railways, the establishment of the steamboat and 
telegraph lines, the restriction of the importation of 
firearms and amamunition of modern pattern, the 
diminution of tribal wara by arbitration, the initia- 
tion of natives in agricultural labor, and the extir- 


_.pation of. cannibalism. The treaty also containa 


@ vrohibition of the importation of spiritoug liquors 
into territory to be hereafter defined. 

By the special arrangement referred to in the 
resolution adopted by the Senate to-day the 
French Republic was allowed to enter intoa 

artial ratification of the treaty. The partiou- 
ar provision to which it declines to adhere re- 

lates to the right of the vessels of the powera ta 
stop and search vessels supposed to be engaged 
in the slave traffic. 

The commercial convention with the Inde- 
endent State of Congo was made necessary by 
he adherence of the United States to the gen- 

eral slave trade act. In 1884 the United States 
recognized the flag of the Congo Free State upon 
condition that United States products would 
be admitted to that Territory free of duty. It 
Was represented to the Brussels conference 
that the heavy expenses attendant upon the en 
forcement of the slave treaty would oblige the 
State of Congo to impose duties upon imports 
asa means of raising revenue. All the other 
parties to the convention, by the general act 
signed at Brussels recognized the right of the 
Congo State to impose the duties, A special 
convention was made necessary between the 
United States and the Congo State, however, 
by the existence of the agreement referred to, 
and thie was the convention which was to-day 
tatified by the Senate. its provisions, briefly 
stated, are as follows: 

Articles 1, 2, 3, and 4 contain the usual features of 
establishment found in a commercial treaty. Article 
2 recognizes the a:nenability of United States sub- 
jeots to jury eervice; Article 5 incorporates all the 
important features of a consular convention; Article 
6 provides for full rights of navigation; Article 7 
conserves the rizhts of our citizens in the matter of 
moderate railroad charges on State railways around 
the cataracts; Article 8 forbids a Reobipition upon 
the importation of any article of legal commerce, 
unless the prohibition extends to all nations. Amer. 
— beef and pork products were the main points in 
view. 

Article 9 embodied an extradition law, but, at the 
recommendation of the Presideut and the Secretary 
of State and with the concurrence of the King of the 
Belgians, it was strioken out. It inotmded several 
offenses not found in our other extradition treaties, 
in several instances was not applicable to her own 
legal pepeeen ae and was not stvictly germane, 80 
the subject of extradition was left for futare consid. 
eration ina seperate convention. 

Articles 10, 11, and 12 provide for the import du- 
ties and prescribe their conditions. Under their 
terms the tariff of these duties cannot go waren 10 
per cent. of the value of the merchandise at the port 
of entry during fifteen years from 1890, except for 
spirits, which are specially provided for in the gen- 
eral Brussels act. The United States is made a most 
favored nation, and putona basis of the signatory 
powers of the Brussels act.

MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE OF A 
YOUNG AND PRETTY SCHOOLGIRL. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Jan. 11.—The southern 
section of Otsego County, along the Albany and 
Susquehanna Railroad, is ata high pitch of ex- 
citement over the mystericus disappearance 
from her home in the farming hamlet of Otego 
of a pretty and intelligent tifteen-year-old 
schoolgirl named Nellie Brown. 

The girl’s parents separated when she was an 
infant, and she had been adopted and brought 
up by Mr. and Mrs. Frank Shepard, who are 
without children of their own, but are relatives 
of her’s by marriage. Nellie was an amiable girl, 
loved by her schoolmates, and was apparently 
entirely contented in the home given her by her 
foster parents. She attended schoolon Thurs- 
day last, and returned home at the usual hour. 
There was nothing in her demeanor at school or 
at home that day to indicate that she had any- 
thing unusual on her mind. After supper, and 
at about 6:30 o’clock, she put on her bonnet and 
shawl and said to her adopted mother that she 


was going to make a eall ononeof her young 
friends, Mary Burdick, who lives two doors 
down the street. Her mother cautioned her to 
be back by.7:30, to which she gave a cheerful 
assent. When 9 o’clock came and she had not 
returned, andit was found that she had not 
called at Mary Burdick’s, her friends became 
alarmed and set on foot a search for her. 

The first thing discovered in explanation of 
her disappearance was a letter she had left in 
her room, in which she informed her foster 
parents that she wanted to earn her own living 
and be independent, and that she had accepted 
an offer froma rich and kind maiden lady to go 
South as her traveling companion, adding: 
** Don’t try to find me, for you will never see 
me again.” The whole region was aroused on 
Friday morning and an active and thorough 
search has now been prosecuted for four days 
without finding any positive trace of the migs- 
ing girl since she left her home, No rich maiden 
lady in want of a traveling companion is known 
to have visited the town. The gir] is not known 
to have left town by any railroad train or pri- 
vate conveyance. : 

One theory obtaing that she committed suicide 
by drowning in the Susquehanna River that 
flows near by, but the dragging of the river, so 
far as the ice will permit, for miles below has 
failed to discover her body. Another theory ts 
that she has been carried off by her mother, 
whom she has not seen since she was an infant, 
and who is said to be iden 8 Owego. Still 
another is that she has been kidnapped under 
pretense of an engagement as traveling com- 
panion, and carried off to Albany or New-York 
for evil purposes. These theories appear to be 
conjectures without real or substantial basis in 
either case. Meautime the search is continued 
and the excitement grows more intense ag the 
mystery of her absence is prolonged.

COUNSELMAN’S PLEA UPHELD BY 
THE SUPREME COURT. 


QUESTIONS WHICH TEND TO INCRIMI-' 
NATB A PERSON NEED NOT BE AN- 
SWERED BY HIM—EFFECT ON THE 
INTER-STATE COMMERCE LAW. , 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—It has now become 
nettled law that witnesses cannot be compelled 
to testify in any criminal cases where tho an- 
swers might tend to criminate them in any way, 
pr subject them to possible future prosecution. 
Itis held that the fifth amendment to the Con- 
stigution, giving persons the right to refuse to 
answer questions which might be used against 
them in criminal cases, must be construed in its 
broadest sense. 

Such is the effect of the decision of the United 
Btates Supreme Court to-day in the celebrated 
Inter-State commerce case of Charlies Counsel- 
man, appellant, ve. Frank Hitchcock, Marshal 
of the United States District Court for the 
Northern District of Illinois. This case is one 
of great interest to railroads, and has attracted 
widespread attention. Counselman was asked 
whether he had ever obtained from any railroad 
B rate on zrain shipments lower than the open 
rate toallshippers. He refused to answer on 
the ground thatit might incriminate him, and 
Diaimed the protection of the constitutional 
guarantee conferred by the Fifth Amendment. 


Judge Gresham decided against him, and held | 


him in contempt of court for refusing to answer 
the questions, and it is on appeal from Judge 
Gresham’s order that the case decided by the 
Supreme Court to-day came up. The court’s 


ruling, which was unanimous, is that Judge 
Gresham’s order was erroneous, and that Coun- 
selman cannot be compelled to testify.

The Supreme Court’s opinion, in brief, is as 
follows: 


“It is broadly a mene that a witness is not enti-

of the Constitution. Its provision is that no person 
phall be compelled in any criminal! case to be a wit- 
hess against himself. This provision must have a 
broad construction in favor of the right which it was 
intended to séoure. The matter under investiga 
tion by the Grand Jury was a al matter, and 
the reason given by Counselman for his refusal was 
eed his answers might tend to criminate him. His 

——— was t the answers might show 

t he had committed a crime against the Inter-State 

amagee act, for which he might be prosecuted. 
His answers, therefore, would be testimony against 
himself, and he would be compelled to give them in 
h cTiminal case. 

“Itis impossible that the meaning of the consti- 
tutional provision can only be that a person shall 
not be compelled to be a witness in a crimtnal prose- 
cution against himself. The object was to insure 
that a person should not be compelled, when acting 
asa witness in any investigation, to give testimony 
which might tend tosbow thathe himself had com- 
mitted acrime. The privilege is limited to criminal 
matters, but it is as broad asthe mischief against 
which it seeks to guard. 

“The court then takes up the contention that the 
Investigation before the Grand Jury was not a crimi- 
“~ case, but selely to ascertain whether a crime 

adi been’ committed, and it reaches the conclusion 
that the question asked Counselman, and his rela- 
tion to the inquiry, show that it was such a case as 
putitied him to invoke the protection of the Consti- 
tution. 

“The court then considers the allegation that 
Section 860 of the Revised Statutes, which says that 
. Do evidence obtained from a witness by means of a 
judiciat proceeding shall be in any manner used 
against him in any criminal proceeding or for the 
eniorcemenut of any penalty or forfeiture, removes 
the protection of the constitutional privilege of 
Counselman. 

“The court says this provision of course protected 
Counselman against the use of his testimony against 
himself or his property, but that it could not and 
would not prevent the use of his testimony to search 
put other testimony to be used against him. It could 
not prevent the obtaining and the use of evidence 
which should be attributable directly to the testi- 
mony he might give under compuision. Section 860 
is not co-extensive with the constitutional provision, 
and legisiation cannot detract from the Maton 
atforded by the Constitution. A mere act of Congress 
cannot amend the Constitution. 

*“Itis quite clear,” oontinues the opinion, “ that 
legislation cannot abridge a constitutional peiviegs, 

nd that it cannot replace or supply one, at least, un- 
ess it isso broad as to have the same extent. We 
are clearly of opinion that no statute which leaves 
the party or witness subject to prosecution after he 
anewers the criminating question put to him, can 
have the effect of supplanting the bow con- 
ferred by the Constitution of the United States. 
Section 860 of the Revised Statutes does not supply 
acomplete protection from all the perils against 
which none constitutional prohibition was designed to 
guard, and is not a full substitute for that prohibi- 
tion. In view of the constitutional provision, a stat- 
utory enactment, to be valid, must afford absolute 
immunity et future prosecution for the offense 
to which ane question relates 

The court therefore rules that Counselman 
‘was entitled to refuse to answer, and directs 
that the judgment of the Circuit Court be re- 
‘versed, and the case remanded, with directions 
to discharge Counselman from ‘custody.

United States District Attorney Milobrist said 
that it would not seriously affect prosecutions 
under the law in the other similar cases nna 
ing. The decision merely exempted shippers 
and agents of railroads who would be incrimi- 
nated, and the department had never been able 
to get any evidence from them anyhow. The

REMARKS IN HIS PRAISE BY RECORDER 
SMYTH AND OTHERS, 


The news of the death of Clerk John Sparks of 
the Court of General Sessions was the one topic 
of conversation in the District Attorney's office 
and in the courts yesterday. Recorder Smyth 
and Judges Cowing and Fitzgerald, at the open- 
ing of court, sat on the bench in Part L, and 
District Attorney Nicoll then made a formal 
announcement of Mr. Sparks’s sudden death, 


and moved that a proper minute be placed on 
the record of the court and that an adjournment 
be taken on the day of the funeral: 
Representing the bar Lawyer James D. 
McClelland made a few remarks and Recorder 
Smyth spoke in behalf of the Judges. He said: 


“The Judges of this court, having learned of the 
death of Mr. Sparks—muost of them only this morn- 
ing. myseif ata very late hour last night—have not 
prepared what they intend to prepare and have 

laced on the minutes of this court. This will bea 

uitabie winute testifying to the respect and regard 
and high esteem in which each and every member 
of the judiciary of thia court held Mr. Sparks. 

“I probably knew Mr. Sparks longer and better 
than apy one in this courtroom a his deputy, 
during the forty-two years that he ly ye connect- 
éd with this court, both as deputy and Clerk. For 
thirty years at least | have been on terms of familiar 
intimacy with him and I had ample opportunity before 
I came to this court, as well assince, toappreciate 
his high character in every respect; his devotion 
tu the public interests; the example which he set in 
his office to the de eputies of industry and attentio re 
and his kindly an entliemanly manner, exhibi 
nol only to the members of the bar, but to the hum. 
blest person who had business connections with his 
office. I myself, when I came to this oourt, felt I 
was deeply indebted to Mr. Sparks on many 0ooca- 
sions for the advice and assistance thathe gave, me 
in enabling me to discharge the public duties which 
devolved upon me. I here admit that I am his debtor 
in that respect.” 

The funeral of Mr. Sparks will be held to-mor- 
row morning at 10 o’clock, in the Church of the 
Incarnation, Thirty-fifth Street and Madison 
Avenue. 





NEEDS ATTENTION. 


_——>—— 
A SOURCE OF DANGER CONNECTED WITH 
BROOKLYN ELEVATED ROADS. 


There is going to bea very serious accident 
on one of the Brooklyn elevated roads unless 
the guards are forced to lock the rear doors of 
the last cars on the trains. At present this 
door is merely closéd, and the gates on the rear 
platforms can be opened by the cranks attached 


to them. No guard is kept on the rear plat- 
form, and passengers are not supposed to enter 
or leave a car by this door. 

But there are many station platforms on the 
roads between the tracks, with the stairs which 
lead to the street at one end. The station at 
Ninth Street on the Fifth Avenue line is a case 
in point. Passengers getting off up-town trains 
have to walk back to these stairs, and at night, 
when the trains consist of four cars, every one 
who wants to get out at Ninth Street gete into 
the rear car. It takes some time forall to get 
out the front door, and on every train there are 
some half a dozen men and boys who go out 
through the rear door, open the gate, and then 
walk along a narrow ledge, not eight inches 
wide, between the car and the ticket house. 

Sometimes they all get to the main platform 
before the care start, but frequently the last 
man or boy has to stand on the car until it 
moves off again and then jump when be gets 
opposite the main platform. 

One youth who tried this during'the snowstorm 
of a few days ago, slipped and fell on his back, 
straining it badly. Another one stepped on the 
narrow ledge, and just as the train started 
found that his coat had been caught in the gate 
as he closed jt behind him, and the only thing 
that saved him from being dragged after the 
car was the tearing out of one side of his coat, 
which was old and rotten. 

This danger could be averted by merely 
fastening a chain about this rear gate and put- 
ting a ten-cent padlock on it. 


MR. VANDERBILT'S YACHT. 





THE BUPREME COURT SUSTAINS HIM IN 
HIS LIBEL SUIT. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The Supreme Court of 
the United States denied the petition of J. Sloat 
Fassett, late Collector of the Port of New-York, 
fora writ of prohibition to restrain the Judge 
of the United States Court for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New-York from proceeding further in 
the suit brought to have taken out of the cus- 
tody of the Collector the steam pleasure yacht 
Conqueror, owned by Mr. F. W..Vanderbilt, and 
seized by the Collector for payment of customs 
duties. 

The yacht was builtin Glasgow, Scotland, for 
Mr. Vanderbilt, and when he broughtit to this 
country the Collector anpeeres —_ upon it as 
an imported article. Mr. Vanderbilt asserted 
that the yacht, being for pleasure only, was not 
liable to duty.” Mr. Fassett, under orders from 
the Treasury Department, seized the yacht, and 
Mr. Vanderbilt then brought a writ of libel in 
the United States District Court for the sNouth- 
ern District of New-York to take the vessel out 
of the hands of the Collector. It was to estop the 
court from proceeding to hear the libel that Mr. 
Fassett applied for a writ of prohibition. 

The court in ite decision does not pass apon 
the question of the dutiable or non-dutiable 
character of the yacht, but affirms that the pro- 
ceeding of Mr. Vanderbilt was s proper method 
of testing this question, and that the court 
should not interfere to prevent the lower court 
from passing upon the matter.
